1 myfeif have 
known fome celebrated Phyfictans comfort their 
Patients with the Affurance of a fpeedy Recovery, 
when the Strength of Nature has been exhaufied, 
and other fatal Symptoms brought on by acute Fe- 
vers, -becaufe, perbaps, on fuch Occafions they 
obferved the Urine in fome Degree maturated and 
concofted. But.alas, as the Event of the Difeafe 
is Soon oye fatal to the Patient, fo’tis no lefs 
; s to the Phyfician. Many Pra@itioners 
is Kind, like timorous and unskilful Nurfes, 

are totally difemuraged, and predi@ an irretrizv- 
able Death, when under the violent Paroxy/ms of

S LI intend to write fuch medicinal Obfer- 
vations, as are neceflary to know and 
form a right Eftimate of Difeafes, fo I

He and Accuracy, to begin with thofe Diforders,. 


which ailect the whole Body. Among. thefe, 
the moft frequent and fatal to Mankind isa Fever, 
without which, as fome Authors have aflerted, no 
Perfon ever lott his Life, unlefs he had the Misfor- 
ei to be cut off, by a fudden and violent Death. 
fhall therefore trace this Subject from its Origin, 
beginning with that Species of Fever, which, be- 
-caufe it is terminated in one Day, is called a Dior “y 
Fever, which is difcovered Brae the following Signs

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Diary Fever. A gentle Heat, refembling that of Perfons under

the Influence of Anger, or of thofe whofe Stomachs. 
are overloaded with Wine, is diffus’d over the 
whole Body. A Diary Fever has alfo this Peculiar 


*to.it, that the Pulfe is at firft large ; but as it af- 


terwards becomes moderately quick and frequent, 
{o "tis equal, foft, and regular, as in a natural 
State ; the Urine undergoes little or no Change, 
mor is the Diforder preceded by a Loathing of 
Food, a fpontaneous Laflitude of the Body, di- 
fturb’d Sleep, preternatural Yawnings, or Horrors; 
but it feizes the Patient fuddenly, and afflits him 
with no other Symptoms, than a Pain of the Head 
and Stomach, a Naufea, Heat, and Reftleffnefs.. It 
is f{ometimes imperceptibly terminated without any 
fenfible Evacuation, but more frequently by copi- 
ous Exhalations thro’ the Skin, a moift Diapho- 
refis, or by gentle and not very profufe Sweats. 
"Tis alfo to be obferved, that a Diary Fever, isal- 
mof conftantly produc’d by evident Caufes; fuch 
as Watchings, Anxiety, Grief, Anger, the Heat 
of the Sun, Wearinefs, Drinking to Excefs, Hun- 
ger, and other Circumftances of a fimular Nature. 
‘Cho’ it generally terminates in one Day, yet if it 
ex¢eeds this Period, and continues beyond the third, 
it ceafes to be a Diary, and degenerates into a putrid 
Fever ; in this Cafe if the Patient’s Habit is excef- 
fively dry, a Hedtic Fever is alfo to be dreaded. It 
is eafier to cure, than really to know and diftinguifh 
every Fever of the Diary Kind; for which Rea- 
fon it generally happens, that this Species of Fe- 
‘ver, proves ‘injurious to the Patient, before it can 
be diftinguifhed for the Difeafe it really is. This 
Diforder is not only moft gencrally incident, but. 
alfo moft dangerous to Perfons of bilious Habits, 
-and. fuch as are engaged in much Bufinefs. 
«The Fever which next prefentsitfelf to our Con-. 
dideration,” is that, which retaining the Nature of 
the Diary Kind, by Means of the intenfe Heat of 
‘the Blood, as not yet putrified, excites a violent

Arteries ; a great, full, frequent, and quick Pulfe, 

attended with a Sluggifhnefs, and a Kind of Laili- 
tude of the whole Body. 

~ I now proceed to treat of thofe Fevers which are 
accompanied with a Putrefaction of the Humours, _ Continent 
beginning with that which arifes from a putrifed Fi fait Bs 
State of the Blood, his Species of Fever is called, °° 
a Continent putrid Fever, which is known by the 
fame Signs with the other ; tho’ thofe accompany- 
ing the putrid Kind are more manifeft: Thus forIn- 
ftance, the Heat is more intenfe, the Throat and 
Parts adjacent fwell, and burn with Heat, fo as to 
produce an Impediment in the Patient’s Speech. 
‘The Eyes are alfo full of hot Tears, and the 
Abdomen fometimes fwells, fo.as to found like a 
Drum when ftruck; the Pulfe is great, ftrong, 
{fwift, and frequent, as in the continent Fever, 
not of the putrid Kind; but in this it is alfo 
unequal, though not fo in the former; the Urine 
is thick, red, turbid and without Sediment; on the 
Surface of the Body frequently appear exanthema- 
tous Eruptions, which are ‘moft commonly livid 
or black, and fometimes of other Colours. ‘This 
Diforder generally terminates on the fourth Day, 
and if it conftantly increafes, may endanger the 
Patient’s Life, efpecially if the Tongue is rough, 
and black, if the Eyes avoid the Light, and if the 
Urine refembles black Wine. When thefe Symp 
toms do not appear, but the Fever gradually de- 
creafes, the Patient feems to be in a fafe Condi- 
he fo tion

tion. If the Difeafe continues in one conftant State, 
it is fafer than when it increafes; tho’ ftill lefs f- 
vourable than when it declines, which ‘Obferva- 
tion alfo holds true in the Synochus, which is not 
of the putrid Kind. Jt is alfo to be obferved, that 
both thefe Species of Fever generally happen to 
Perfons of a temperate Life, of a ficthy Habit, 
and abounding with no bad Blood; and that the 
Tranfition is eafy from a non-putrid to a putrid 
Synochus, and from this to a continual 'Tertian. 

We now proceed to treat of that Species of pu- 
trid Fever, which is called, a Continual Fever. This 
refembles the putrid Synochus, with Refpec to the 
Continuation of its Paroxyfms, but differs from it 
in this, that it proceeds from either of the * Biles, or 
from Phlegm, and has its Periods according to the 
Natures and Motions of thefe Humours, in which 
tho’ it does not totally ceafe, it yet remits and 
gives the Patient fome Intervals of Eafe. Buta 
*ynochus arifes from a putrified Blood, and affords 
no Remiffon "till the Time of the Crifis.. But to 
proceed, a Continual Fever is not preceded by 
a Rigor, Horror, or Coldnefs, but fuddenly feizes 
the Patient, all at once with an Heat, tho’ per- 
haps the corrupted Humour about the Precordia, 
may fometimes excite a Rigor or Horror, for a 
fhort ‘Time, “till it be overcome and fubdued by 


_ the Fever ; the Heat is ‘always intenfe, efpecially 


when the Acceflion increafes, and is at its Height. 
The Refpiration and Pulfe are unequal, and in 
this latter, the Syftole is perceived to be quick, 
whereas the Diaftole is flow. The Pulfe is alfo 
fometimes quick, fometimes flow, fometimes ftrong, 
and at others weak ; particularly in the Begin- 
ning of the Fit or Paroxy{m it is quick and fmall ; 
whereas in its Height it is not only quick, but al- 
fo remarkably great. The Urine in the Pegin- 


* According to the Doétrine of the Antients there 
were two Sortsof Bile, che Black, and Yellow. ‘ 
“ a ning, 
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ning, is thick and turbid, and has neither Cloud, 
Eneorema, nor Sediment; fometimesit is thin, but’ 
‘ed and not at all tranfparent. All the Excretions 
ufo, whether by Stool, Urine, or Sweat, have ge- 
nerally a rank and offenfive Smell. Continual 
Fevers, whether of the Quotidian or Quartan Kind, 
are generally very irregular ; fo as in one Day to 
have two or three Exacerbations, and another, but’ 
one or perhaps none at all. A continual Quartan’ 
is very rare, but a Quotidian is far more frequent.’ 
But the moft frequent of all is that Species of Ardent Fe- 
Tertian, called an Ardent Fever, which is known 
by thefe Signs. An intenfe Heat of the whole Body, 
which however is greater internally than exter- 
nally; an obftinate Watching, and fometimes. 
a profound Sleep. The Tongue is ‘alfo dry, 
thick, rough, blackifh and’ perceives a Kind of 
bitter Tafte. The Breathing is difficult, the Stomach 
begins to feel a pungent Pain, the Appetite is loft, 
and an infatiable Thirft and Heat of the Pra. 
cordia affliét the Patient. In fome the Body isfo- 
luble, whilft others labour under Coftivenefs. The 
Patient at-laft becomes fo reftlefs, that he fupports 
the Difeafe with the greateft Difficulty, and is fre- 
quently feized with a Delirium. As this Species of 
Fever isvery violent, it is foon terminated; for if it 
appears with laudable Signs from the Beginning, 
it is with moft Patients terminated on the fourth 
Day, and with none remains after the Seventh. It 
ends either by aVomiting and Purging, an univerfal 
Sweat, or an Hemorrhage fromthe Nofe. - As 
this Diforder is not very. incident to old Perfons, 
fo tis highly dangerous when it feizes them, but 
it is lefs dangerous in young Perfons, tho” thefe lat- 
ter are more fubje&t to it than the former. © An ar- 
dent Fever frequently terminates in an Inflamma- 
tion of the Lungs, in which Cafe a fpeedy Death 
puts an End to the Patient’s deplorable State. 
_ Both in this ‘and other continual Fevers great 
Danger is indicated when a Jaundice appears before

when after the Rigor, the Patient does not become 
warm; when the Watching, Drowfinefs or the 
Deliriay are continual ; when the Voice is inter- 


‘cepted, the Hearing rendered dull, or the Neck 


afilicted with a violent Pain, efpecially in Patients 
difpofed to a Delirium ; when the Patient is about 
to take any Thing, his Hands tremble; when 
there is an infatiable Thirft, and a fquatia State, 
of the Body ; when the Tongue is blackith, and 
the whole Mouth exceflively dry without any pre- 
ternatural Thirft, when the Mouth has an exceflivels y. 
bad Smell, and. when , the Patient is feized with an 
Hiceup, efpecially after going to Stool, or after an 
immoderate, Difcharge of Blood ; wilaget young Per. 
fons have néither $ Sieep nor a Difcharge of Excre- 
ments, but often change Colours and. weep incef- 
antly, for this State is fucceeded. by Convulfions ; 
when with an intenfe Pain of the Head the Precor- 
dia are'drawn inwards, without a fubfequent He- 
morrhage from the Nofe, or when this Cafe is nei- 
ther accompanied nor remov’d, by bilious Stools, 
Gripes, or a Pain of the: Thighs or Knees; ~ when 
there is a Pain of the Vifcera and Convulfions, for 
then a Delirinm quickly approaches; when the Pre- 
cordia are afflicted with Pain; the Sleep is profound; ; 
the Stomach feized with a violent Heat, or an un- 
caly Gnawing; and when in this State the Stools are 
of the bilious Kind ; when the Excrements are to- 
tally retained, and a continual Head-Ach affli€s the 
Patient ;, and when the Urine refembles Water, 
fince at this ‘Time a Delirium generally accompa- 
nies the Diforder. Befides if fuch a Condition of 
the Urine is long continued, it prognofticates Death. 
It is alfo a dangerous Sign when the Urine is 
red, thick, turbid, fetid, difcharged'with Difficulty, 
in {mall ‘Quantities, at {hort Intervals, againft the 
Patient’s Will, or when it is concocted without 
an, 
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in ‘apparent Caufe; when the Violence of the Fe- 
ver 1s rotfelt by the Patient, on account of his 
Delirium ; when upon the firft Acceflion of the 
Fever a copious Sweat breaks out, or the Patient 
egins to grow delirious, or has any Part of his 
Body readered paralytic ; and laftly, when the Ac- 
ceffion is violently. augmented every third Day. 

_ We now come to lay down thofe Signs which 
in acute Fevers prognoiticate certain Death, which 
may be difcovered to be very near, when under a 
violent Degree of the Difeafe there is a great 
Weaknefs and Lofs of Strength, efpecially if at 
fach a Time there is a Delirium or a Rigor, or 
if the Delirium is accompanied with a ‘Taciturnity, 
provided the Patient is on no other Account de- 
priv’d of the Ufe of his Speech ; when during an 
exceflive Weaknefs, the Lips, Eyebrows, Eyes and 
Noftrils are diftorted; when at this Juntture, the 
Patient neither fees nor hears; or if when his 
Speech is loft, he lies with his Eyes winking with- 
out an Hemorrhage from the Nofe, or a Vomiting 
in- order to carry off the Diforder. ‘The Danger is 
alfo the greater if the Patient breaths with the 
itmott Difficulty; nor is his Fate lefs deplorable 
if the Tears trickle from his Eyes; if they are 
fank, prominent or darkened; if they roll about in 
a wild and undeterminate Manner; if they are 
dull or diftorted ; if their Whites become preter - 
naturally large, and their. Blacks proportionably 
(mall; or if their Blacks are hid under the fupe- 
rior Eyelids, whilft the Whites appear red with 
pale or black Veins difperfed thro’ them; when 
a Subftance like a Spider’s * Web covers the whole 
of the Eyes ; or when the natural Mucus which 
hould lubricate them remains in the Extremities 
of their Angles; when during Sleep the Eyelids 
are not entirely clofed ; or when they are excef- 
fively pale, unlefs the Palenefs is produc’d by a 
Flux; or when one ‘of the Eyes is lefs than the

other, 
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other. To thefe we may add, that the Danger 
is unavoidable, when one of the Ears is feized 
with an acute Pain, which Symptom generally 
proves mortal in feven Days, efpecially if the Pa- 
tient is young. But old Patients, becaufe their 
Pain and Fever are not fo intenfe, are generally 
thought to be in a fafer State. | 

Death 15 alfo prognofticated, if in Confequence 
the Fever, there is a Grinding of the Teeth; if 
thefe appear black, livid and extremely dry ; and 
if at the fame Time in the Beginning of the Dif- 
eafe, the Tongue is firft dry, then rough, and af- 
terwards black and foul; if the Patient lies with 
his Mouth gaping and fleeps continually; or if he 
feems as if he would be fuddenly fuffocated ; if he 
can neither drink nor {wallow his Saliva, tho’ at 
the fame Time there are are no Tubercles in his 
Fauces ; if he turns his Neck with great Difficul- 
ty, or if itis fo diftorted as to render his Deglutition 
uneafy ; if his Breath is cold, and his Pulfe thick, 
obfcure, and interrupted ; if his Thirft, which was 
before great, is remov’d, whilft at the fame Time 
his Fever is equally violent, and his Tongue equally 
dry and black ; ifa Vomiting of Blood happens, 
or a Vomiting of various fetid Subftances of diffe- 
rent Colours; ifhis Fingers pick the Flocks off 
the Bedcloths, or involuntarily pull their Borders, 
or catch at fome Objeéts on the adjacent Walls; if 
the Extremities of his Fingers and Nails are livid 
or blackifh, tho’ their Appearing fo is no deadly 
Sign, provided the Patient’s Strength is able to 
bear the Difeafe, and if other apparent Signs 
of Recovery enfue, for then the Patient’s Health 
is reftored, but the black and corrupted Parts fall 
of. It isalfo a fatal Sign, when the Abdomen 
becomes tumid, efpecially after the Exhibition 
of a Purgative ; or when the Belly being diftended 
with Flatulences, cannot difcharge them ; when in 
the Beginning of the Fever, yellow Bile is dif- 
charged ; when the Excrements are liquid, and i

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he fame Time, black, pale, pinginous or fetid ; 
vhen the Urine which was before laudable, fud- 
enly exhibits bad Signs; or when thro’ the whole 
Jourfe of the Difeafe, the Urine remains like that 
f a Perfon in Health; when Blood js difcharg’d 
nftead of Urine, or when the Bladder is pain’d 
w hard. It'is a no lefs fatal Sign, when in the 
Seginning of the Difeafe the Extremities become 
‘old, and cannot be again rendered warm ; when 
it the fame Time that the Extremities of the Bo- 
fy are cold, the internal Parts are fcorched with 
in intenfe Heat, or when the Patient is infatiably 
iry; when the febrile Heat ceafes all on a fud- 
len, and without a manifeft Caufe; when Sweats 
und Deliquiums happen at the fame Time that 
the Strength is greatly impaired ; when the Pa- 
dent lies on hisBack, contracts his Knees, and flips 
-owards the Foot of the Bed; when he uncovers 
ind fpreads his Arms and Legs, at the fame Time 
that they are not preternaturally hot; when the 
Pain lodged in the infeiror Part of the Body 
fuddenly ceafes, in confequence of its T'ranflation 
to the Vifcera ; when any Ulcer under which the 
Patient laboured before the Fever, or an Ulcer 
arifing during the Fever, becomes dry and livid ; 
when there is an Eruption of Puftules all over 
the Body, without the Appearance of a purulent 
Abftefs; when upon the Appearance cf an Abt- 
cefs'near the Ear it does not come to Maturity, 
no Hemorrhage happening from the Note, . nor 
thick Urine being difcharged in large Quantities ; 
When a cold Sweat arifes, and the Patient is {e- 
verely ali” ed on the fourth and feventh Days ; 
when on the eleventh Day he perccives no Crifis ; 
or when on the critical Days he becomes cold with- 
out fubfequent Sweats ; when a Rigor happens 
and often returns, and at the fame Time the Dil- 
order is not alleviated by that Means; befides, the 
Patient never fails to die when the Temples be- 
come funk, the Noftrils fharp, the Eyes hollow, 
the

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the Ears cold, languid, and hanging a little down

like that of a Corpfe, ot black, or totally cor

Among continual Fevers we may alfo clafs that 
which becaufe it is of all others the mildeft, is callec 
a Slow» Fever, which fucceeds a latent Putrefactior 
of the Humours fix’d in the Vifcera, or a Cor. 
ruption of the Vifcera themfelves. In this Diforder 
the Patient ha-dly feems to be fick or to labour un- 
der any confiderable Affliction ; notwithitanding 
which the Body is not nourifhed by the Aliments 
taken, but gradually confumes and languifhes till at 


_ Taft it becomes foweak, that it can hardly move from 


one Place to another; the Pulfe is frequent, quick, 
and unequal but not large, and the Urine fome- 
times has the Marks of Putrefa&tion. This Difor- 
der generally accompanies a bad Habit of Body, and 
the Chlorofis of young Women, and continues 
long, often exceeding the fortieth Day : It is alfo 
more dangerous when it fuceceds not only the 
Peccancy of the obftru@ting Humours, but alfo the 
Corruption of fome particular Vifcera, fuch asthe 
Liver, Lungs, Brain, and fometimes of the Kid- 
neys, or other more remote Parts. In this Cafe, 
befides the Symptoms already enumerated, the fol- 


lowing Circumitances alfo happen. ‘The Difeafe 


is long protracted, gradually increafes, and gene- 
rally fucceeds other Diforders. ‘The ufual Method 
of Cure, efpecially by Evacuants, is fo far from al- 
leviating, that it often exafperates it; it readily 
induces a Syncope, and gradually confumes the

perceptible. "This is the Species of Fever obferv’d. 
in thofe who labour under a Confumption. _ : 
We now proceed to treat of thofe Fevers which 
allow fome Intervals, or Times of Refpite, to the’ 
Patient. Of thefe fome are Tertian, fome Quar-— 
tan, and others Quotidian. A Tertian difcovers” 
itfelf 
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elf by the following Signs ; in the Beginning 
id thro’ the whole Courfe ofthe Difeafe, a Ri- 
wr together with the Acceflion, every third Day, 
izes the Patient in fo violent a Manner as to 
oduce a Senfe of Puncture, and as it were Vul- 
‘ration, though when the Difeafe is mild there 
fometimes only a fimple Refrigeration. Towards 
e End of the Rigor, bilious Vomiting arifes, 
‘at leaft a Solubility of Body. Then the Heat 
:gins to be kindled thro’ all the Body, the Pa- 
2nt on account of the Intenfity of the Heat throws 
e Cloaths off, and tumbles about in a reftlefs 
fanner. He breaths with Difficulty, is afflitted 
ith an Head Ach, and isalfo frequently delirious. 
is Pulfe, as foon as the Accefiion begins, is con- 
acted and fmall, but foon after vehement ftrong 
id quick, tho’ never unequal, except perhaps very 
tle fo. The Urine is fomewhat thin, yellow, 
- Flame colour’d, and of afetid Smell. ‘The Ac- 
flion which generally lafts feven Hours, is ter- 
inated by copious Sweats; but it is of Impor- 
nce to fpecify fome Differences between this and 
ther Intermittent Fevers. When therefore an 
.tdent Fever or any of the Continual Kind arifes, 
ie Hand applied to the Body, perceives the Heat 
icreafing more and more, whereas in a Tertian 
te Heat is equable, and even fometimes decreafes 
ader the Hand. Befides, an Intermittent T'ertian 
on each Acceffion, is accompanied firft with a 
igor, and then with a Sweat; whereas a conti- 
gal Tertian has none of thofe Symptoms, except 
yhen it is critically terminated. Befides, in an 
itermittent Tertian the Rigor begins to be vio- 
mt, and foon ceafes, being greateft in the fir 
.eceffions, but gradually milder in the fubfequent 
nes; whereas the contrary happens in a Quar- 
m, as we fhall by and by fhew. The Return 
f the Acceffion alfo greatly tends to conititute 
ue particular Kind of Fevers. I fhall therefore 
roceed to treat of that Species of 'Tertian which 
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is generally fafe and of the fhorteft Duration 
When a Tertian, then, is legitimate, it is terminate¢ 
in fourteen Days; but it senerally ufes to be le. 
gitimate in young Perfons of hot and dry Con 
Geocoue and who in the Middle of Summer hav 
been expofed under the fcorching Heat to Watch 
ings, Labour and Fatigue. 

‘Where thefe Circumftances are w anting a {pu 
rious ‘Tertian is form’d, which is longer, ard ha 
neither fo violent Heats. nor fo copious Sweats 
as that of the legitimate Kind. In the fpuriou 
Tertian alfo, there is no certain Order of Time 
with Refpeét to the Return of the Acceffions, th 
Rigor is alfo lefs vehement, but longer continued 
and not equably afieCting the whole Body; every 
Acceffion continues much longer than fourtee 
Hours, and the Difeafe itfelf is never terminatec 
at the (ein Return, rarely at the fourteenth, 
and often requires a longer ‘lime before it. 1s ter 
muinated. 

A Quartan Fever is difcovered by the follow ing 
Signs. In the firft Acceffions, an Horror refem 
bling that generally produc’d by intenfe Cold 
feizes the Patient every fourth Day. . This Horror 
{oon after, daily increafes till it terminates in a vid 
lent Rigor under which the Body trembles and & 
agitated, the Teeth gnafh, and the Bones then 
felves feem to be asit were bruis’d under a ternili 
Weight. ‘The Rigor is generally fucceeded by | 
Vomiting, and immediately after there gies at 
Heat, intermix’d with a Kind of Senfation of Co. 
about the internal Parts of the Bones. ‘The Palfe 
upon the Approach of theAccefiion, is languid, rag 
and flow, bat afterwards becoines ftrong, large 
frequent, guick, and more unegyval than in oth 
Fevers. ‘Iho’ in this Fever the Urine is Aes 
a fallacious and uncertain Sign, yet in the firft Day 
it is Rear thin, whitifh and aqueous, whereg 
on the fubfequent Days it is difcharg’d in vari 
States. In this F ever the Heat, Thirf, Hea 
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Ach, and Watching are indeed lefs violent than in’ 


a Tertian, but more intenfe than in a Quotidian. In 
a Quartan Fever, the Acceflions are alfo longer, 
than thofe of the Tertian and Quotidian Kinds, 
for which Reafon, when they are terminated; an 
[ntermiffion of the Fever facceeds. Tho’a Quar- 
‘an is a long protraéted, yet it is a fufficiently fafe 


Diforder ;" fince it fometimes, not only defends” 


the Body againft, but alfo frees it from fome vio- 
ent Difeafes; for Perfons labouring under a 
Quartan, are neither affii¢ted with Madnefs, por

na natural State. A Quartan, unlefsfome Error 
s committed, is always terminated ina Year, but 
oftener after the Sixth, and fometimes after the 
Chird Month. It has often been.cbferv’d, that a 
Yuartan, which during the Autumn and whole

Quartans rage moft in the Autumn, efpeciaily in 
erfons whofe Spleen is tumid ; in thofe whofe con- 
nualor irregular Fevers, have not been totally ter- 
inated; in thofe whofe.

spleen. Hence that Species of Quartan, is of all’ 
thers the fafeft, in which the Spleen is found, and’

srminated next Spring. If this Diforder is of long 


pleen, it renders the Patient fubje&t to a Dropfy, | 
nd in fuch Cafes, the Patient generally dies. 
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thofe who have us’d grofs and coarfe Aliments,~ 
and in thofe who are exhaufted with Grief or An 
xiety,. j 

‘ Thefe Quartans which aprear in Summer are 
but fhert, whereas thofe which begin in Autumn, 
elpecially towards its End, are generally much 
longer. The Crudity of the Humours, often makes 
a Quartan degenerate into a Quotidian, to the 

reat Danger of the Patient’s Life. Some Phyficians 
have alfo obferv’d, that Epilepfies have been re- 
mov’d by long protracted Quartans. After Quar- 
tan Fevers are cur’d, they eafily return, efpecially 
ifon the Day, on: which the Fever us’d to feize, 
the Patient perceives a preternatural Cold or Heat, 
or Crudity or Laffitude. . 


Quotidian A Quotidian Fever diftinguifhes itfelf by the fol-_

lowing Marks. A gentleCold arifes in the Extremi- 
ties, the Senfation of which, as in other Intermittents, 
firft begins in the Extremities of the Fingers and 
Toes, and inthe Nofe. Ifthere is any Vomiting, 
the Matter is of the pituitous Kind; then the Heat is 
generated flowly, and gradually, fo as to be at firft 
dull, and then accompanied with a Moifture, and 
Steams arifing from the Body; but when the Accef- 
fion is prefent, itis fomewhat intenfe and violent, but | 
is always perceiv’d unequally, and fometimes as it. 
were intermix’d with a Senile of Cold: The Patient 
is feiz’d with an almoft infurmountable Neceflity of 
fleeping, and on the firft Days, has neitheir Thirlt 
nor Sweat, and almoftno Intermifiion of the Fever. . 
In the Beginning of the Acceflions, fome faint, or 
which is ftill worfe, fall into a Syncope. The_ 
Pulfe is irregular, and more unequal, than in other 
Fevers. It is alfo flow, fmall, and weak, nor can. 
it become large during the Increafe of the Ac- 
ceflion, tho’ at laft it begins to be frequent, tho> 
lefs fo, than in other Fevers, but it is equally {wift. 
as‘iina Quartan. . The Stomach is afflicted with. 
ar Ta con- 
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continual Pain, and the Stoolsare liquid, crude and 
pituitous. The Urine in the Beginning, is either 
white and thin, or turbid, but afterwards be- 
comes red, thick and turbid, whilft the whole Bo- 
dy is rendered dull and heavy. The Acceffions are 
generally terminated in cighteen Hours, with a 
fcanty Sweat, but the Diforder itfelf is protraéted 


for fixty four Days. This Species of Fever very - 


rarely occurs, and ’tis perhaps more confonant 
with Reafon, when any one is daily afli@ted with a 
Fever, to think the Difordera double Tertian, than 
a Quotidian. Quotidian Fevers are moft dange- 


rous, to Perfons of phiegmatic Conftitutions ; to D 


thofe who indulge themfelves in Eafe and Sleep, 
and whofe Juices are crude; as alfo to old Perfons, 
Children and Women ; thofe alfo are moft_ dange- 
rous which appear in Winter, or during a Traét of 
eloudy dull Weather. Neither is this Species of 
Diforder free from Danger, if the Phlegm often di- 
fils from the Head into the Stomach; if upon the 
firft attack of the Fever, the Precordia are tumid 
and inflated; if the Beginning of the Acceffion 
happens towards the Evening; if before and in the 
fever, the Face is fomewhat livid and tumid; and 
if the Stomach remains long weak, and is affli@ed 
with a Loathing of the Food and Eruftations. — It 
isto be obferv’d, that; all Quotidians, difieultly 
yield to Remedies, and-are no lefs tedious.in their 
es than dangerous in their Nature. aes. ee 
_ Thefe Quotidians are, however, of all others 
the fafeft, which in the Beginning of the Accefiion, 
fpontaneoufly excite a. Vomiting of Phlegm, in 
their Decline difcharge copious Sweats, and after- 
wards totally intermit. hte 
_ Having premis’d-thefe Obfervations, it isa Mat. 
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ter of great Importance, carefully to advert to the ¢;,, 
Various mutual Complications and Combinations of wrs, 
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Fevers with each other. It is therefore obfervable, 
that a double Quotidian is very rare, but a double 
‘Tertian, to which one of the fimple Kind generally 
gives a Beginning, more frequent. ‘The one alfo 
generally ceafes whilft the other remains; the Ac- 
ceflions happen daily but not at the fame Hours, 
and thofe which happen onthe even Days, are fi- 
mular to each other, whilft thofe which happen on 
the odd Days, are not like the former. No lefs 


frequent are double and triple Quartans which, both 


arife from fimple Quartans, and rarely have their 
Accefflions fimifar. 

We muttalfo carefully advert to the Nature of ano- 
ther complicated Fever, which we call a Semitertian. 
Xt begins with an Horror, and goes off with a Sweat, 
yet fo as not to leave the Patient entirely free from 
a Fever. But as it is complicated of an intermit- 
tent ‘Vertian, and a continual Quotidian, fo 
on one Day, it is more exafperated and moleits 
the Patient with -an Horror, and frequently with 
fome Degree ofa Rigor, attended with bilious Vo- 
mitings or Stools, a burning Heat, and Exha- 
Jattons of humid Vapours. On the other Day, 
the Patient is rather fenfible of a. Cold, than 
of an Horror, and is not much afflited with Heat 
or Thirfl ; the Pulfe is more moderate, and the Fe- 
ver more gentle in every Refpect; befides, on one. 
Day, we may obferve two Kinds of Fevers, and on 
the other but one. Semitertian Fevers are indeed but 
rare, tho’? when once fettled, accompanied’ with 
confiderable Danger, A legitimate Semitertian, is 
when the Supplies of peccant Matter for the inter- 
mittent Tertian, and continual Quotidian arenear- 
ly equal, otherwife there cannot be a perfect Se- 
mitertian, and confequently the Difeafe, as it 
is thought, will the more eafily yield to Reme- 
dies. se ' whe se 
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Having thus propos’d the Obfervations peculiar 
to each Fever, I thall now treat of thofe common 
to all, or at leaft moft Species of Fevers, whether 
they are fo violent as to leave no hope, or fo mild 
and benign, asto afford the Expectations o! Re- 
covery. It is therefore far better, that a Fever 
fhould fupervene Convulfions, than that Con- 
vulfions fhould fupervene a Fever. It is a bad 
Sign, when the Body is either not fufficiently, 
or exceflively extenuated and brought down in 
Proportion to the Duration and Violence of the 
Fever; for the Former isthe Sign of a long Di- 
feafe, andthe Latter of great Weaknefs. When un- 
der an acute Fever, the Head is fuddenly feiz’d with 
Pain, and the Precordia are as it were drawn back- 
wards, Madnefs is to be dreaded, unlefs an Hemor- 
rhage from the Nofe happens. When the Patient, 
in an acute Fever, becomes deaf, -it is a malignant 
and fatal Sign, unlefs fpeedily remov’d, by copious 
Stools, or an Hemorrhage from the Nofe. In acute 
Fevers, cold Sweats are the fore-runners of Death ; 
and in thofe of a milder Nature, prognofticate the 
Length of the Difeafe.. When the Teeth are 
cloge’d with a thick and vifcid Sordes, it denotes 
the Violence of the Fever. <A fetid Breath, 
frightful Dreams, and Convulfions, are alfo bad 


Signs in Fevers. Thofe Fevers are alfo highly 
a 


dangerous, which-are accompanied with Drowfineis, 
Watchings, Dimnefs of Sight, Hiccups, Laffitude, 
profufe Sweats and a frefh Heat arifing after them, 
{Inquietudes arifing on the critical Days; as allo 
Refrigeration after a Rigor, without Sweat and a 
Crifis, or a fcanty Sweat fucceeding a Rigor; {mall 
Drops of Blood, or black Bile difcharg’d either up- 
wards or downwards, in the Beginning of Fevers 
are alfo bad Signs. If upon infpeting the Coun- 
tenance, in an acute Fever, we find it either too 
ftern, or lefs {poil’d than the Violence of the Dif-

vers, it is better that the Worms expell’d, fhould be 
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feafe:may be fuppofed to do, orin a preternaturally — 
good Condition, we may conclude, that the Difor- 
der is not free from Danger. A Vomiting of un- 
mixed bile or Phlegm, is alfo accounted bad, efpe- 
cially when thefe Humours are green. or black. It is 
alfo a bad and prejudicial Sign, when the Patient is 
totally coftive, and {ometime after feiz’d with fuch a 
Solubility of Body, that he:cannot keep his Bed, efpe- 
cially if the Stools are highly liquid, whitith, pale, or 
full of Froth. 'Thofe Stools arealfo accounted bad, 
which are fcanty, tenacious, fmooth, white, li- 
vid, bilious, bloody, pinginous, or preternaturally | 
fetid. ‘The'fame Thing isto be faid, of thofe 
Stools which confift of various Subftances, fuch as 
Strigments, Blood,’ or green Bile; as -alfo of thofe 
Stools which are’ unmixed, after the long Continua: 
ance of the Diforder.: Neither in Fevers is the dif- 
charge of Worms by Stools, a fafe Symptom, efpe- 
cially before the Decline of the Difeafe. But in 
acute Fevers, the Evacuation of live Worms is not 
fuch a dangerous Sign, efpecially if the Patient be- 
gins to refume better Health, tho’ the Difcharge 
of dead Worms is abfolutely of no Service, inthe 
Decline of the Difeafe. In the beginning of Fe- 


dead, fince when at that Junéture they are alive, a 
peftilential Fever is to be dreaded. In Fevers efpe- 
cially thofe of the acute Kind, a thin white Urine 
isa bad Sign, fince it prognofticates the Danger of 
Madnefs ; no lefs fufpicious, alfo, is that Urine whofe 
Sediment is redifh or livid, or refembles {mall Fila- 
ments or Bran. After.a Perfon has enjoy'da due 
Appetite, or is recovered from a long-continued 
Fever, it isa bad Sign if he begins to loath his 
Food; if he is troubled with profufe Sweats, efpecis 
ally of the cold Kind; or if thofe Sweats do not ap- 
pear equally over the whole Body, but only about 
the Headand Neck. It is alfo a bad Sign, when 

j ihe 
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weats'do tot terminate a'Fever, ‘or when they are . 
aeceeded by an Hortor.. It is alfo a bad Sign, when 
“Jaundice is fucceeded by a Fever, and when the 
ecordia are hard; itis a no lefsfortnidable Sign, 
vhen a fevourifh Patient breaths much and_fre- 
jwently ; when on the fixth Day he beginsto be . 
eized with an Horror, to bear his Difeafe with 
lificulty, tobe preternaturally weak without any 
Depletion of the Veffels, to fweat copioufly with- 
yut the removal of the Fever, to be fometimes cold, 
ometimes hot, andto have the Colour of his Coun- 
enance frequently chang’d. When in Fevers, an 
\bfcefs is form’d in any Part of the Body, it isa bad 
sign, when it is not maturated and healed, when 
he Patient lies on his Back with his Legs and. Arms 
pread ; when he fleeps none during the Night, 
wit in the Day; but it is ftill worfe; when he 
neither fleeps during the Night nor the Day, or 
when he fleeps continually : ‘Thefe are the Signs 
of dangerous Fevers. But the Length of thefe 
Diforders are to be prognofticated; if the Pra- 
cordia are tumid, and efpecially if they are hard, 
painful, inflam’d, and tenfe; for thefe Symptoms signs of 
denote not only the Length, but alfo the Danger Jong Fever. 
of the Diforder. Fevers are alfo long protracted, 
when Achs or Pains afflict the Joints ; when Pain 
feizes the Glands and Groin; whenin a Fever 
which isnot of the acute Kind, a cold Sweat 
larifes about the Head and Neck; when Sweats of 
whatever Kind, neither alleviate nor terminate the 
(Fever; when an Abfcefs appearing cannot. be 
theal’d ; when the Urine is difcharged fometimes 
in one State, and fometimes in another; when 
isthe Body is fometimes hot, fometimes cold, fome- 
times of one Colour, and fometimes of another ; 
when the Body is not emaciated, in Proportion 
té the Duration of the Difeafe; when, for a long 
‘Time, the laft Acceffions begin at the fame Hours 
We with 
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with the firft, and are both equally violent and 
durable. By thefe Signs we may know long Fe- 
vers, which if they continue without deftroying 
the Patient’s Life, lay a Foundation for expecting 
an Abfcefs in fome of the Joints, efpecially the in- 


Prefages feriorones, accompanied with Tumor and Pain, 
from Abjcef- But this Symptom generally happens to young

Perfons, and in fuch Fevers as are not of the in- 
termittent Kind, and have exceeded the twentieth 
Day. But in older Perfons, and thofe afflicted 
with intermittent and irregular Fevers, Abfceffes 
do not happen, but generally Quartans; which is 


alfo the Cafe when the Autumn is near; for as 


Abfceffes are generally form’d in thofe who are 
under thirty Years of Age, fo Quartans moft fre- 
quently happen to thofe who exceed that Period 
of Life. It is alfo to be obferved, that Abfcefles 
moft generally happen in the Winter, at which 
Time, they indeed laft longer, but are lefs fubject 
to return. oi 

Having thus laid down the Marks, by which 
the.Danger and Duration of Fevers are eltimated, 
we now proceed, to confider thofe Signs, by which 
Health and Recovery are juftly to be prognofti- 
cated. Recovery therefore, may upon good 
Grounds be expected, if a Jaundice appears on the 
feventh, ninth, eleventh, or fourteenth Day of 
the Fever, the Precordia in the mean Time re- 
maining foft ; if the Patient bears the Difeafe well, 
and is molefted with no uneafy Symptom; if he 
retains the Ufe of his Reafon; if he neither fleeps 
nor wakes too much, but does the Former in the 
Night, and the Latter in the Day ; if after Sleep 
he is more vigorous than before ; if he breaths 
without Difficulty, which is of all other Signs 
the beft, in Fevers terminated within forty Days; 
if he has his Appetite, whether preferved from the 
Beginning, or reftored after a Loathing of Food; 
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f his Precordia entirely from Pain, are equally 
oft on the Right and Left Sides; if when he 
‘omits, the Matter thrown up is a Mixture’ of 
tile and Phlegm; if in, the Urine what fub- 
ides tothe Bottom, is fufpended in the Middle,

‘hen a Perfonis feized with the Diforder, the fol- 
wing Symptoms appear; Buboes arife without 
y manifeft Caufe, either behind the Ears, in the 
rmpits, or more frequently in the Groin ; or Car- 
cles, or purple colour’d Efflorefcences, are fud- 
nly formed in various Parts of the Body. Amidit 
efe Symptoms the Patient is feized with a conti- 
al and acute Fever, under which the Surface 
the Body hardly retains any Degree of Heat, 
dis fometimes affegted with a Senfe of Cold, 
ulft the internal Parts are parched with intenfe 
eat.

rt, nor Lofs of Appetite, the Urine being at -

ings, “till at Jaft being feized with a fudden Syn- 
cope, they are enexpeftedly cutoff. As all pefti-

Since ‘almoft all acute’ and violent. Difeafes 
are accompanied with a putrid Fever, in Contes 
quence of which a Crifis ‘happens, (tho ‘long Dife 
eafes, fuch as are free of a Fever, and fuch as 
are f{mall, are gradually terminated without a Crifis) 
fo I think it expedient to add to the Obfervations 
on Fevers, fome others relating to their Crifes.

Jnder the latter are comprehended Vomitings,

alignant Diforders they threaten Death, but in 
the Increafe ofa flightDifeafe, they indicate that 
the Crifis will be imperfect; for the Nature of 
the Body, when a Perfon is abfolutely to recover 
from a Diforder, for a little defers all Efforts to 
a Crifis, *till the Matter is perfedtly concotted. 
But when a Perfon, exhaufted by a Diforder, is 
to die, Nature always attempts a Crifis long be 
fore fuch a Concoétion, and exhibits pretty evi+ 
dent Signs of it. Hence ‘tis obvious, that the 
Signs of Concoftion are always good, and the 
Fore-runners of certain Recovery, but that falla- 
cious and different Signs of a Crifis are both ine 
dicated and produced by thefe, accordingly as the 
Matter of the Difeafe is crude or concocted. It 
is alfo of Importance to obferve, by what Kind 
of Evacuation, or in what Manner the Crifis of 
the Fever is to happen, that the prognoftick of 
the Phyfician may alfo in this Refpeét, be eftablifh’d 
on juft Foundations. If therefore the Fever i 
actite, and the Crifis by Means of the quick Cons) 
coétion happens in the firft Period, we are ran 
to expect fome Exc tion, than an Abfcefs.

Day ; Abfcefles happen moft readily in the Wins 
ter, at which Seafon they continue longer, but are 
lefs fabje& to return. ‘They are alfo more familiar 
‘to young Perfons not above thirty Years of Age, 
but are not very incident’ to older People, even 
when labouring under long protracted Fevers, fince 
thefe are generally feized with Quartans, which is 
alfo the Cafe when they are affited with any 
Fevers, which are not of the continual King, 
but either intermit at uncertain Periods, and are 
long protracted to the Autumn.

- Asin an Atrophy the Body is not nourifhed at 
all, fo ina Cachexy itis ill nourifhed. When thi 
happens the Body is fomewhat tumid, lax, foft 
heavy, reftlefs, deprived of its lively Colour, and 
rendered unfeemly by a Kind of pale Green. The 
Body is alfo fo weak, that the Legs fometimes 


eaie, the Concoction of the Aliments is vitiated, 
whilft the Appetite remains entire, tho’ this laft # 
alfo in Procefs of Time injured. ‘The Refpiration 
is weak and rare, and the Stools are various, and 
unequal. ‘Thefe are generally the Signs, peculiak 
to that Species of Cachexy which ariies from a 
crude Phlegm, and which moft frequently precedes 
a pituitous Dropfy, and prognofticates the Ape 
proach of a Leucophlegmatia. A Cachexy is moft 
incident to Children and old Perfons, whilft young 
People are not only Jefs fubje& to it, but alfo fooner 
cur’d.

Of all Difeafes none is more terrible and fright« 
fulthan the E/ephantiafis. As foon as this Difs 
order feizes the Patient, the Surface of his Body 
is rendered unfeemly, by numerous Spots and T'us 
mors, efpecially on the Forehead and Chin.

It is alfo 
certain from Experience, that this Diforder is conta- 
gious, and may like the Elephantiafis, be convey’d 
from Parents to Children, and that Women are 
more obnoxious to the Infeétion than Men. The 
Diforder when recent is difficultly cur’d, and when 
it is inveterate, a Cure is hardly ever obtain’d. 
Medicines are to no Purpofe, if under this Diforder 
an Extenuation of the Body and an Afthma happen.

Jaundice.. It is no lefs dangerous a Sign, whet 
the Patient, after a laudable Expedioration, fud.

Pain, and Senfe of Weight in the Breait. The 
is allo great Danger, when the Breaft is intenfe 
hot, and the Extremities cold ; and when the Pai 
encreafes, by lying either on ‘the found or affeé: 
Side, fo that the Patient is obliged to lie on. 


after the Beginning of the Difeale, the Patien 
having his Strength exhaufted, is feized. with ¢

We af 
to reckon from that Day, on which the Patient 
began to feel a Weight and Pain in the Part 
fe&ted, and to have the other Signs of Supp 
tion ‘The moft confiderable of thefe-Signs, are " 
Fever, Difficulty of Breathing, and Pain ; and th 
ymore violent thefe are, the fooner the Ruptu . 
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he Abfcefs will happen, and the milder they are; 
he longer its Rupture will:be delayed... It there- 
ore generally happens, that when from the Be- 
inning, the Pain,. Cough,.and Difficulty of Re: 
piration are great, the: Abfcefs breaks about the 
wentieth Day or fooner It happens. rarely, the’ 
ometimes,. that an’ Abfcefs of the Side is evacua- 
ed by Stool, and one of the Lungs by Urine. But 
t almoft always happens, that unlefs the Mattes 
if the Abfcefs is eliminated from the Cavity of ~ 
he Breaft within forty. Days,.a Confumption en- 
wes. Thofe broken Abfceffes are {afeft, which on 
he fame Day they break, alleviate. the Fever;. 
fpecialy if the Patient begins to: have an Appe- 
ite, if his Stools are foft,. compatt,. and of a due 
‘figure, and if the Pus being eafily expectorated, is 
vhite, {mooth, inodorous, of the fame Colour in 
Il its Parts,. and without Phlegm. On the contrary, 
hofe Patients: die, in whom the Fever does not 
eafe, or adliniiiaeados with greater Violence, as 
Ifo thofe in whom the Appetite. is loft, whilft the 
Phirft remains, or the Stools are liquid, or the Pus 
xpetorated is pale, livid,. pituitous or froth»: 
\ll copious Difcharges of Pus are to: be dreaded 
vhen the Strength is exhaufted. No lefs formi- 
able alfo, is that Pus which tinges a Probe, with 
he fame Colour as if it had been heated in the 
‘fire. Thus we have confidered alegitimtae Pleurify, 
vhich arifes from Blood, efpecially of a bilious 
9 lodg’d between the Ribs, and the Mem- 
rane which lines them, or at leaft in the inter- 
oftal Mufcles. But there is a Spurious Pleurify, Shuvitoes 
tifing either from: Defluxions or Flatulences, and Pjeyrify. 
Which, tho’ a true Inflammation like the former, 
ret only affects the external Mufcles of the Breatt. 
mthis, all the Symptoms are more mild than in 
tlezitimate Pleurify. The Pain is however augment- 
ad by external Compreffure, the Patient lies uneafily 
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Peripneumo- 
ny. 


~ Of thefe the moft confiderable «is that Inflamma: 
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on the Sound, but more commodioufly on the af 
fected Side. The Pulfe tho’ frequent and un 
qual, is not however tenfe or hard, becaufe the 
Pleura itfelf isnot affe€ted. The Pain of the Side, 
tho’ not accompanied with a Fever, is yet highh 
intenfe, on account of the Defluxion of Phlegm, ang 
the Flatulences. Thefe laft excite an immenfe Pain, 
which however is alleviated and often totally re- 
moved by Fomentations and Friétions. ‘This Pat 
is not always confined to one Place, but ca 
wanders up and down the whole Side. When a 
floxion of cold Humours produces this Species of 
Diforder; an evident Caufe precedes; for, be 
fore this happens, there is a Pain of the Nec 
or Scapule, whence the Matter being convey’d t 
the external Mufcles of the Breaft produces this Pain 
of the Side, which is increafedby Preflure, and can: 
not, like that arifing from Flatulences, be either al- 
leviated or removed by Fomentations. But it is fre 
quently obferved, that if thofe Pains which arife on 
ther from Defluxions or Flatulences, become violent, 
or are long protracted, they bring on a legitimate 
Pleurify. Pains of the Sides may allio be produced by 
a tumid State of the Liver or Spleen, the Pleura 
being retracted by the Weight of thefe Vileora 
But Diforders of this Kind fhall afterward: be con 
fidered, and their peculiar Signs fpecified. ig 

Having confidered the Diforders of the Sides, 
we proceed to treat of thofe incident to the Lungs ’ 


tion which we commonly call a Peripucumony; 
which is known ‘by the following Signs. 

Fever is continual and acute, the Refpiration diffi 
cult, frequent, and hot, and the Patient is afflicts 
with a Cough, and a Weight, and Diftenfion 0 
the Przcordia, and whole Breaft, and that oft 

without any Degree of Pain. The Cheeks ar 
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ed, and tumid, whilft fomething like an igneous 
Jeat feems to afcend to them from the inferior Parts 
fthe Body.

«apule, a violent Loathing of Food, and an ex- 
effive Defire of Drinking cold Water, and infpi- 
ing the cool Air.

fitting and recurrent. ‘lhe Matter expectorated 
n Coughing, is frothy, fometimes bloody, and at 
ther Times yellow.

ye expected ; but if otherwife, his Death is juftly

a mild, or violent, of a Pleurify, are gene- 
ally the fame with thofe of an Inflammation of 
he Lungs. But Diforders of the Lungs are more 
langerous than painful, efpecially when they ex:- 
site Madnefs.. Inflammations of the Lungs, arifing 
rom a Quinfey, either prove mortal in fourteen 
Days, or degenerate into Confumptions. It 
$ dangerous when Difordezs of this Kind, are 
sither preceded or followed by Defluxions and 


Sneezings;. 
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Sneezings; but efpecially, if amidit thefe Symps 
toms, the Patient is fuddenly feized with a Purging 
Asthe Defire of being in an erect Pofture, an 
Averfion to lying, are bad Signs in. all acute Da 
orders, fo'they are ftill worfe, in in femmes ona of 
the Sidesand Lungs. But the Diforder is efteem 
fafer, when the Maier is foon aoa 
laudable Spits... Nor are Difeafes of this Kind 
be much dreaced, when, from the Beginning, th 
Spit is ting’d with a reddith Matter or Blood, prot 
vided this Matter is forthwith expectorated. » Bes 
fides, if the Pain is alleviated’ by. the Spit, tho’ a 
rulent, if the Refpiration ‘and Expectoration ¢ 

eafy, and if the Patient bears his Diforder we 
he will probably recover. In like Manner, if / 
{cefies are formed behind the Ears, and come { 
Suppuration and Maturity, or if they appear « 
the inferior Parts of the Body, and degenentl 
into Fiftvlas, the Patient’s Recovery is to he ail 
pected.

But Fluxes of this Kind are generally of 
orter Continuance than thofe arifing from Difor- 
ts of the Stomach.

It 1s fo €- 
qually mix’d with the whole of the Urine, as to make 
it appear like thin and diluted Blood, tho’ it forth- 
with fubfides, and retains its red Colour, but is not 
concreted. I make this Obfervation, becaufe th 
Blood flowing from the Bladder into its Cavity, “Is 

-not equally mix’d with the Urine, and is form’d 
into Grumes when it fubfides. If a Stone is the 

Caufe of Bloody Urine, (which is generally the 

Cafe, except when the fame Effect is produced by 

Blows or Falls) we muft attend to the Marks pe: 
culiar to this Circumftance. A Difcharge of bloody 

Urine alone, without any Pain in the Kidneys, or 

any other Symptom, has often difcover’d the Ext 

ftence of a Stone. If a Vein in the Kidneys is 

ruptur’d, 
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ruptur’d, the Blood is evacuated copioufly, unex- 
pectedly and-fuddenty, arid this Misfortune is pro- 
duced by Blows, Falls, and the lifting of heavy 
Burdens, or other Caufes of a fimilar Nature. 
That Species of bloody Urine is very rare, which 
proceeds from an Imbecility of the Kidneys, an 
Aperture of their Veins; a Weaknefs of the Liver, 
a Defe of ufual Evacuations, exceflive Eafe, or 
the Amputation of any Member. Frequently the 
Blood flows from Erofions and Exulcerations of the 
Kidneys, in which Cafe the Diforder is long pro- 
acted, and the Blood difcharged by little and 
ittle, and mixed with fome Pus: When therefore 
an Abfcefs of the Kidneys breaks, Blood defcends 
gether» with the Pus, and we may know that it 


does not proceed from an Ulcer in the Kidneys, . 


secaufe the Diicharge of it is not long protracted, 
gut generally terminates inthree Days, Hippocrates 
was of Opinion, that the frequent Difcharges of 
jloody Urine, accompanied with Fever and Pain, 
were bad, fince they prognofticated a future Dif- 
tharge of purulent Urine,. on which the Fever 
seafes. But the fame Author did not think thofe 
Difcharges of bloody Urine univerally dangerous, 
vhich did not happen often, and were free from 
*ain and Fever, becaufe they were brought on by 
fatigue, and forthwith terminated. 


Jiabetes, is when any Liquor, foon after it is 
lrank, is immediately, and almoft without under- 
joing any Change, evacuated crude and under 
ue Appearance of Water. In this Diforder, the 
atient is continually afficted with an. infatiable 
“hirft, which cannot be removed by ‘drinking the 
ioft liberal Draughts. The Liquor drank, is of- 
mn difcharged by Urine,. in larger Quantities than 
‘was taken into the Stomach: ‘Thus the whole 
ody, is by this Means.confumed, and as it were 
diffolved, 
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' That Difcharge of Urine, commonly called a Diabetes,

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diffolved, though in fome Patients, the Loin 
the Thighs, the Tefticles, and efpecially the Fee 
become a little turgid. In this Diforder, a certa 
Heat is alfo perceived in the Inteftines. A Di 
betes is a Difeafe of the chronical Kind, and d 
pends upon the State of the Kidneys. When 
cent it fometimes admits of a Cure, but when im 
veterate and of long ftanding it becomes a 
gradually diffolving and confuming the Body. Th 
Diforder never occur’d to me but once in th 
Courfe of my Practice. ‘* 

When the Kidneys are wounded, the Pain de 
fcends to the Groin and Tefticles. There is alf 
a Difficulty in difcharging the Urine, which 
bloody and fometimes pure Blood is difcharged. | 

_ Before we proceed to the Diforders of the Blad 
der, we fhall confider, the Difeafe commonly call% 
Fates Dorfalis. Though modern Phyficians feen

fully defcrib’d by Hippocrates, and I have frequ 
ly met with it in Praétice. The Patient’s Heat 
is affiGed with a violent and acute Pain, afte: 
which, in fome Patients, as it were Ants, feems f 
defcend from the fuperior Parts. The Neck ane 
Loins, together with thcks Mufcles, “and the Arti- 
culations of the Legs are fo painful, that they cam 
not fometimes be bended. ‘The Patient is coftive, 
and the Urine difcharged with Difficulty. Bu 
when he either goes to Stool, or difcharges his 
Urine, a large Quantity of liquid Semen is evacu- 
ated, which alfo happens during Sleep, whether 
the Patient lies with a Woman or net. In Women 
the Conception is not retain’d in the Uterus. By 
hard Walking, efpecially up fteep Places, the Bod] 
is greatly weaken’d, the Breathing becomes diili- 
cult, the Head is affli€ted with a Senfe of Weight 
and a Ringing of the Ears is produced. ‘The Pa- 
tient labouring under a Tabes Dorfalis is free trom 
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* Fever, and though he is not afflited with 
1 Loathing of Food, yet he reaps no Advantage 
fom it, but is gradually confumed. In the Be- 
sinning of the Difeafe, the Patient is pretty quiet 
md.eafy ; but as the Diforder proceeds, all the 
ymptoms are-encreafed, and the Legs fwell as in 
BN iceh Cafes,..

Uterus, which is commonly called a Mole, and 
which can happen to no Woman, without the 
‘previous Embraces of a Man. In this Cafe there 
4s a fhapelefs Mafs of Flefh in the Uterus, fur- 
rounded with a Skin or Membranes, and contain- 
ing*many Veins, but without Vifcera, Inteftines 
and Bones. This Flefh receiving Nourifhment 
by its Veins, and daily encreafing, fo fills and 
diftends the Uterus, that the Patient fometimes 
feems to be eight Months gone with Child, A 
Mole is not often fafely retain’d in the Uterus, 
during the whole of a Woman’s Life: In fome few 
it is difcharged in the fourth or fifth Year, but in 
moft in the third or fourth Month, in which Cafe 
it fruftrates all the Hopes of a fuppofed Concep- 
tion; for in this Diforder, the Menfes are retain’d, 
the Breafts become tumid, a loathing of Food is 
produced, the Face lofes its Colour, and the Belly 
Boancace daily larger and larger: But as in thefe 
Symptoms this Diforder agrees with Impregnation, 
fo it differs from it in this, that when there is a 
Mole, the Tumor is harder, and the Subftance 
‘contain’d in the Uterus has no proper Motion of its 
‘own, remains fix’d and unmoveable by its Weight, 
and never changes its Situation except when it is 
prefs’d, or when the Woman turns herfelf upon 
her Sides; for in this Cafe, it falls to that Part 
to which the Body is inclined, not by agentle and 

ild Impulfe like that of a Foetus, but with a cer- 
tain Impetus. Some Time after this the fhapelefs 
“Mafs of Flefh, or a large Quantity of Blood mix’d 
with Humours, and frequently Flatulences, are ex- 
‘pelled. In fome Women, Pains and Preffures re- 
fembling thofe of a real Labour, are,» excited by 
thefe Flatulences, But in all Patients of this Kind, 
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the Body is extenuated, and walking becomes dif- 
ficult, becaufe a certain Weight feems to hang out 
ofthe Uterus, At laft when the Liver begins to 
be affected, a Dropfy follows. When the Menfes 
are retain’d without the certain Signs of Impreg- 
nation, and wken at the fame Time the Belly be- 
comes tumid, without a Droply, we may conclude, 
that there is fomething preternatural in the Uterus 
as a falfe Conception, a Mole, or Flatulences. — 
The Uterus may be alfo removed from its natural 
Seat, fince it may afcend, defcend, or be convey’d 
to either Side. In fome Women, the Afcent of 
the Uterus is fo violent, that being raifed to the 
Stomach, it ftrongly prefles upon it, and may, by the 
Hand, be thruft down to its proper Place. When 
this Species of the Diforder happens, the Patient 
is feiz’d with a Pain of the Precordia, a Difficulty 
of Refpiration, and a Deliquium, without any De- 
Jirium or Lofs of Reafon. But when the Uterus 
begins to defcend, if the Woman ftands upright, 
fhe perceives a heavy Load, prefling upon the in- 
ternal Parts of the Pudenda, which may be alfo 
felt by introducing the Finger. If fhe lies fupin 
or goes to Stool, fhe perceives her /nte/finum Reéium 
preifed upon, and if fhe lies upon her Breaft the 
makes Water with Difficu'ty. This Diforder is 
far more violent, when the Uterus, being inverted, 
hangs forth into the Pudenda.

A Suffocation or Strangulation of the Urerys is Suffo:ation 
a highly terrible Diforder. In the Beginning of of *#@ Uterus 
this Difeafe, an exceflive Naufea arifes, generally 

Without any Vomiting. This is fucceeded by a 

Loathing of Food, accompanied for the moft part, 

though not always, with a certain Rumbling of 

the Abdomen. After this the Refpiration begins 

to be difficult, frequent and fhort, and is a little 

after fo obftruéted, that the Fauces feem to be com- 

prefs’d with a Cord, fo that there is great Dread 

of a Suffocation. Amidft thefe Symptoms there is 

a gentle Deliquium, by which, however, the Pulfe 

is: hardly changed. At laft the Diforder begins to 

affe&t the Head, the Seat of the Mind, . which is 

diforder’d by Wrath, Fear, and other Paffions of a 

fimilar Nature. ‘Ihe Patient is often feiz’d with a 

profound Drowfinefs, under which fhe lofes her 

Speech, becomes pale, falls down with her Eyes 

Shut, and is deprived of Senfation and Motion, fo 

that fhe feems to labour under an Epilepfy. ‘The 
Refpiration is highly fmall, rare, and fo obfcure, 

that hardly any Degree of it appears to remain. 

‘The Pulfe is in like Manner almoft deftroy’d, tho’ 

when the Diforder is flight, it fometimes continues 

to be manifeftly felt. When the Paroxifm remits, 

the Uterus is gradually relax’d, and difcharges a 

certain Quantity of Humour. Then there is a :

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Convulfions excited. A Suffocation of the Uterug 
frequently returning, becomes perpetral to many, 
To others it proves mortal either im the Paroxifmy 
or afew Hours after, on which Occafion thefe 
Symptoms generally happen. ‘The Paroxifm con- 
tmues long, the Refpiration becomes highly diffi- 
cult, and the Pulfe frequent and irregular ; though 
it is alfo fometimes totally abolifhed. Senfation 
and Motion are deftroyed ; the Surface of the 
Rody is cover’d with a cold Sweat, and af 
ter thefe the Patient is feiz’d with a Syncope; 
which is foon fueceeded by Death. The Dif? 
order is lefs violent, when all thefe Symptom 
happen without being accompanied with any In- 
jury or Lefion of Refpiration. It is ftill lefs ter 
rible, when neither Senfation, Motion, nor Refpi- 
ration are affected. This Diforder in fome return: 
at certain Periods or Intervals, like the Epilepfy 
Jt alfo rages in the Winter and Autumn, and i: 
moft incident to young Women of hot and moift 
Conftitutions, to Widows who have longer than 
ufually been deprived of the Embraces of a Man 
and to Women in whom Medicines, ‘and not Age, 
have procured Sterility. . + he a 
We now proceed to make fuch Obfervations 7 
relate to the Men/es. It is therefore a laudable and 
falutary Sign, when thofe are of a laudable Colour, 
flow feafonably, in due Quantities,. and almoft on 
the fame Days of each Month. When the Menf 
are making their Eruption, the Patient is feiz’d 
with Horrors, Laffitude, an Heavinefs of the Head, 
and Pains in the Neck. Whilft the Menfes are 
either fupprefs’d, or too copioufly difcharg’d, they 
lay a Foundation for the moft terrible Diforders$ 
for Hippocrates juftly affirm’d, that thofe Women 


‘who had their Menfes either too profufely, or too. 


{cantily evacuated, became fubject to Diforders of 
the Uterus. wd 
When 
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‘When the Menfes are retain’d either beyond Retention of 
their ufual Period, or the prope: Age at which th: Menfes. 
they fhould appear, the Body becomes fluggifh, 
and the Head is afflicted with Pain, and a Senfe of 
Weicht, efpecially in its anterior Part. ‘This Pain 
alfo extends to the Neck, the Scapule, the Loins 
and Orbits of the Eyes, ‘The Patient is often feiz’d 
with Horrors, as if fhe had conceived ; fhe is often 
afflicted with a Naufea and Loathing of Food. She 
frequently labours under a flight Fever, becomes 
fad and anxious, and frequently covets the Em- 
braces of a Man. Her Urine is thick, turbid, 
reddifh, and fometimes blackifh. A long Reten- 
tion of the Menfes is the Source and Fomes of the 
moit terrible Diforders, fuch as Madnefs, Melan- 
cholly, Epilepfies, Convulfions, Dimnefs of Sight, 

Coughs, Difficulty of Refpiration, Suffocations, 
{cirrhous Tumors of the Vifcera, Dropfies, Gouts, 
Tremors of the Heart, Syncopes, and others of a 
fimilar Nature. The Woman who has Milk in 
her Breafts, if fhe is neither pregnant nor lately 
deliver’d of a Child, has her Menfes fupprefs’d, 
and if fhe remains long in that Situation, fhe 
muft neceffarily be feiz’d with the moft violent 
Head-Achs, or with a Diforder in fome other 
Part of her Body. If amidft thefe Symptoms 
there happens an Hemorrhage from the Nofe, 
the Patient isin no manner of Danger. Women 
who. have born no Children, are more readily 
and violently afflicted with a Retention of the 
Menfes, than thofe who have born Children, fince 
in thefe the Veins, are open and more difpofed 
Oo promote the menftrual Difcharge than in the’ 
‘ormer. | 
a It is no lefs terrible when the Menfes begin to be Excaffv2 E- 
immoderately difcharged, in which Cafe the wholevacuation of | 
Body becomes infirm, and has its Colour vitiated ;*b¢ Menies. | 
The Appetite and Concoétion fail, frequent fe- | 
orile Heats arife: Laft of all the Feet become 
o 3 diftended 
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diftended with a foft Tumor, and afterwards the 
re{t of the Body, in Confequence of which a Droply 
is generated. When this Kind of Evacuation hap- 
pens in Confequence of a large Foetus, it is gene- 
rally fafe, and for the moft part ceafes fponta- 
neoufly, But when it fucceeds an Abortion, it 
proves dangerous and may occafion a fpeedy Death. 
if a large Vein is internally ruptured, or open’d, 
the Blood is profufely difcharged ; but when a 
{mall Vein is ruptured, or open’d, a {mall Quan: 
tity of Blood is by little and little evacuated, When 
the Vein is corroded, the Blood is eleminated not 
only gradually, but alfo with a Senfe of Pain. The 
Menfes in Women of moift Conftitutions, continue 
for a long Time, and unlefs they flow, fuch Women 
foon become tumid. 
Utering Flvx . There is a certain Analogy between this Difor- 
er and that commonly called the Uterize Flux, in 
which, however, pure Blood is not evacuated, but 
a certain corrupted Humour, and that daily, with- 
out any certain Period or Order. What is evacu- 
ated, is fometimes liquid, like Cream, at others 
yellow or pale, being at the fame Time acrid and 
pungent, fometimes without any Smell, and at 
others highly foetid. It is, however, common to 
both Diforders to moiften the Parts with the Hu- 
mours. The Patient alfo becomes ill-colour’d, and 
has neither an Appetite for Food, nor receives any 
Advantage from it. When the ’Diforder is inve- 
terate, her Eyes become highly tumid, and her 
Refpiration difficult. The uterine Flux affli€ts not 
only Wonien arrived at the Years of Maturity, 
but alfo young Girls, whom it renders ee 
by the difagreeablenefs of their Colour. "; 
We now come to propofe thofe O ervations 
oy Coneption Which relate to pie aie hard Labours; but 
it feems expedient to premife fome Things con- 
cerning Conception, Firlt, then, we may Se 
cluae 
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elude, that a Woman cannot conceive, whofe U- 
terus is fo thick and cold as to extinguifh the Man’s 
Semen; nor the Woman whofe Uterus is excef- 
fively dry and hot; for in this Cafe, the Semen is 
corrupted for want of Nourifhment. Nor can the 
Woman conceive, the Mouth of whofe Uterus 
being preternaturally thick is comprefs’d by the 
Omentum. Nor do Women whofe Bodies are 
too flender and extenuated conceive. If after the 
Ceffation of the Menfes, the Mouth of the Uterus 
is not dry, but remains moift, it is a Sign that there 
is yet no Conception. The Woman, who thinking 
fhe has conceived, but has not, and is for feveral 
Months deceived by the Ceflation of her Menfes, 
and the Increafe of her. Belly, is afflitted with a 
Pain of the Head and Prexcordia, and has only a 
{mall Quantity of aqueous Milk. 

But the Woman who has conceiv’d, is free from 
thefe Pains, unlefs they were before familiar to her 5 
and has a laudable Milk. A prolific Woman en- 
joys better Health, than one who is curs’d with Ste- 
rility ; but fooner appears old. That a Woman has ,, v 
conceiv’d, may be known, when at the fame Tan acs 
Time, with the Man or a little after, fhe with’ Pregame 

reat Pleafure emits, and fo retains the Emiffion 
together with the Man’s Semen, as not to moiften 
the Pudenda. Then the Woman is feized with an 
Horror the fame Day, or perceives her Uterus con- 
tracted with a Kind of Titillation ; after this the 
Mouth of the Uterus is fo fhut up, that it will not 
admit the Point ofa Probe, and fome ‘Time after 
is fo retracted or drawn inwards, that it can hardly 
be felt by the Midwife’s Finger. Amidft thefe 
Symptoms, tke Menfes ceafe, unlefs when in the 
firft and laft Months, the Blood is without any Dif- 
advantage to the Feetus, convey’d not from the 
Uterus itfelf; but as in Virgins, from the Vems 
diftributed thro’ its Neck, After this the Breatts

The Medicinal Obfervations § 
become large, the Sides and Loins are diftended 
and the whole Belly becomes tumid without any 
troublefome or uneafy Senfe of Weight; by which 
Mark, a true Conception, may be diftinguifhed, 
not only from a Mole, but alfo from a Dropfy of 
the Uterus. At this Junéture, the Forehead is 
fometimes rendered unfeemly by Spots, either of a 
yellow or livid Colour. The Orbits of the Eyes 
are alfo of a certain languid or aqueous livid Co- 
lour. The Urine is yellow or fomewhat livid, 
thick, turbid, and by a gentle Concuffion rifes in 
Bubbles, or depofites the Granulations from ‘its 
Surface Its Sediment is thick, and ill-joined like 
carded Wool. If white Wine is added to the 
Urine, it becomes like the Broth of boil’d Beans, 
At laft the Foetus begins to move, which is of all 
others the moft infallible Sign, and this happens 
fooner to fonie and later to others, tho’ to moft 
about the Middle of Geftation. ‘Thefe are the 
moft certain Signs of a Conception of a Feetus, 
which before its Birth may expofe the Mother to 
various Diforders and Calamities ; for if the Mo- 
ther has been previoufly fubject to any Difeafe, or 
peccant State of the Humours, fhe begins to per- 
ceive the fame to recur about the fecond or third 
Month, at which Time the becomes fluggifh, and 
has her Groins, Loins and Thighs afilicted with 
Pain, and a Senfe of Weight. She is alfo feized 
with profound Sleeps during the Day-time. Amidit 
thefe Symptoms, fhe lofes her Appetite, and, i: 
feized with an exceflive Naufea, which fometimes 
excites no Vomiting, and at others induces an Eva- 
cuation of Bile or Phlegm. If fuch a Vomiting 
does not fucceed the Naufea, a dificult Refpiration, 
a Vertigo, Anxieties, and a gentle Deliquium: 
forthwith enfue. Sometimes alfo fhe is feized with 
an abfurd and accountable Defire of eating im- 
proper and hurtful Subftances, fuch as a 
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“halk, Coals, Shells, and other Subftances of a 
imilar Nature. But all thefe Symptoms generally 
eafe after the fourth or fifth Month of Impregna- 
jon. If after a Woman begins to grow big, her 
weafts fuddenly fall away, great Danger of an 
\bortion is denoted. Ii when a Woman is with 
fwins, one of her Breafts is extenuated, one of 
he Twins will be an abortive, the Male Child if 
he Right Breaft is Ieffen’d, and the Female Foetus 
f the Left collapfes; for ’tis thought that the 
Viales rather lie in the Right, and the Females in 
lie Left Side. The Danger of Abortion is equally 
reat when a pregnant Woman is feized with an 
tute Difeafe, weakened by Venefection, or purg’d 
y draftick Medicines, efpecially if the Foetus is 
y Length of Time, become confiderably large. 
‘urging without any Medicines, may alfo procure 
n Abortion. An hemorrhoidal Difcharge is very 
ad for pregnant Women, and an Eryfipelas in the 
Jterus proves fatal. When the Milk flows {pon- 
aneoufly from the Breafts of pregnant Women, 
nd efpecially when it is aqueous, it denotes that 
he Foetus is weakly. The Hardnefs of the Breafts 
lenotes that the Infant isin a good State, but if 
he Menfes flow in their ufual Manner, the Feetus 
annot poflibly be in a found and healthy Condi- 
ion. If a pregnant Woman labours undera Fe. 
er, or is greatly extenuated without a manifeft 
‘aufe, her Labour will either be very difficult, 
r her Life endangered by an Abortion. Preter- 
aturally flender and extenuated Women, are gene- 
ally afflicted with Abortions, ’till they become more 
ull and corpulent. Thefe Women, who being mo- 
lerately corpulent, are affi&ted with Abortions, 
bout the fecond or third Month of Impregnation 
vithout any evident Caufe, have their Cotyledons 
ull of a vifcid Subftance, fo that they cannot re- 
ain the Foetus, now become heavy by its Bulk. 
But 
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But whatever Symptoms happen to a pregnant 
Woman, we are not fo lofe our Hopes fo long as 
the Breafts are not collapfed and funk. 
aA of . If the Feetus is dead in the Uterus, there is 
in the Ute. internally no Motion, which before was frequent, 
Ree the Belly is heavy, and feems as if it would fz 
down. It is alfo ys and diftended as in a 
Dropfy, and born down by the Weight of the 
dead Foetus. ‘The Sides which were before warm, 
become cold, and there is an intenfe Pain about 
the Navel. ~ ‘The Stomach is feized with a pungent 
Pain, and the Breath becomes ill fmelled; the Eyes 
are diminifhed and affli€ted with Pain ; the Noftrils 
and Ears become cold, and the w hole. Countenance 
is rendered unfeemly by abad Colour ; the Patient 
is feized with frequent Horrors, and falls into De- 
liquiums ; ; fometimes the is rep with Conv ulfions 
refembling thofe of the epileptic Kind, and is ge- 
nerally affiicted with an obftinate Wa: ching. 
ae of A future Abortion is known by the following 
vortiae. “Siens: ‘The Breafts are fpontaneoufly external 
or an aqueous Milk flows from them. ‘The Sides 
and upper Part of the Belly are contracted, wil 
the Loins and Buttocks perceive an unufual Senfe 
Weight, and move flowly. Ifthe Foetus is alive, 
it hardly moves. After thefe a fanious, thin, am 
then “a bloody’ Water is difcharged, after which 
‘Blood, then grumous Concretions, are evacuated, 
and laft of all the Foetus is expelled. But when 
the Infant being fafe, a feafonable Labour begins 
it is more painful in a fat than a lean Woman, a as 
alfo in being delivered of a Girl than ofa Boy. It 
alfo generally happens that an Abortion creates 
more Trouble than a mature Labour, Hy 
Marks of a A difficult Labour may be prognofticated, if the 
dijficxlt whole of the aqueous Humour is difcharged 
deakoer. before the Foetus, or if a long and copious Dit- 
charge of Blood has preceded, if the wor 
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y frequently feized with Horrors, or with 
inguid Pains at long Intervals; for Hippo- 
rates juftly affirm’d, that Labours without due 
ains were dangerous. When a Woman is not 
uly purged after Labour, her Belly, and fome- 
mes her Legs become tumid, a Pain and Rigor 
ize her Loins and lower Belly, and fhe is fome- 
mes. afflicted with Deliquiums. If after Deli- 
ery, the Mother labours under a violent Fever, 
nd an intenfe Head-Ach, her Life is in the 
noft imminent Danger. / 

When the Uterus is wounded, the Groins But- 
ocks and Thighs are afflicted with Pain, and the 
lood is partly difcharged from the Wound, and 
artly from the Pudenda, which Symptoms are fuc- 
eeded by a Vomiting of Bile. Last of all when 
Jeath is at hand, the fame Symptoms appear, 
vith thofe which fucceed Wounds of the Heart. 


Jfeful Obfervations in Diforders of the 
oot Foints, 


THAT arthritic Diforder under which we 
SB comprehend the Gout in the Feet and Hands, 
nd the ifciadic Pain, is generally long protracted, 
nd returning at Intervals, torments the Patient 
vith the moft excruciating Pains ; nor is there any 
Jifeafe of a more hereditary Nature than this. 
Chis Diftemper fometimes fuddenly feizes all the 
Oints, but more frequently appears by little and 
ittle under the Form of a flight Gout in the 
dands or Feet, efpecially in Men of hot Contti- 
utions; fo that thofe who have not before felt 
t can hardly believe it to be the Gout. From 
hefe Parts the Pain is alfo conveyed to diftant Ar- 
r ticu» 
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ticulations, to which it is alfo highly offenfiy 
But when the Diforder is become inveterate, th 
Vertebre of the Back are affeéted, the Knees at 
feized with Pain, and fometimes the Throat, ne 
is there any Joint in the Body free from the rack 
ing ‘Torment. The Part affected with the Go 
is eafily fatigued and equally injured by He: 
and Cold. When this Diforder is protracted t 
old Age, or begins in it, as alfo when before th 
Period of Life, it contraéts a Ca/lus, it can neve 
be totally cur’d. By a Caé/ws I mean that knott 
Gout, under which the Articulations are feparates 
diftorted, deprived of Motion, and incurvated. Bi 
-young Perfons are more eafily cur’d, if they al 
Lovers of Labour, live regularly, and have an hz 
bitual Solubility of Body, efpecially if the Matt 
which produces the Difeafe, is not compounded 
different Humours. But all thefe are only prom: 
fing Symptoms, when a Callus is not as yet cor 
tracted. Nothing is fo beneficial to Perfons labou: 
ing under this Diforder, as Fluxes of the Bell 
whilft on the contrary, nothing is fo prejudici 
to them as Wine and Venery, when they hat 
not the Advantage of fuch Fluxes. ba 
the Joints may be alfo both produced and cured 
the Means of Fevers. In arthritic Diforders, 
is a falutary Sign when Varices are form’d ¢ 
when a large Quantity of thick Urine is difcharg’¢ 
Thefe are the Signs common to all arthritic Di 
orders, fo that we now proceed to thofe peculig 
to each Species. A 

The Chiragxa of the Greeks, is the Gout < 
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the external Part of the Hand, or the Articulat 
and Ligaments of the Fingers, all around © 
there are often Tumor, Rednefs, Heat an 
Pain accompanied with Pulfation. _ 
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the Soles, but efrecially the Articulation of the 
great Toe. The fame Symptoms fucceed in this, as 
in the preceding Diforder. The Gout in the 
Foot rarely attacks Eunuchs, young Men before 
the Ufe of Venery, or Women whofe menftrual 
Evacuations are’obftructed. ‘The particular Parts 
feiz’d. both by this and the preceding Diforder, 
become weaker, . and: are, extenuated. In this 
Species of the Difeafe, the Pains, after the Cefla- 
tion of the Inflammation, are removed within 
forty Days, but rages moft powerfully in the 
Spring and Autumn, . .

It is alfo fometimes lodged about the Groins, and 
by irritating the Bladder, excites a difficult Dif- 


is fometimes hot and at others cold. This Diforder 
is rarely accompanied with an evident ‘Tumor, and 
fill lefs frequently with Heat or Rednefs. This 
is accompanied with a more violent Pain than any 
other Species of Arthritic Diforder, and is gene- 
rally produced after long Difeafes, by a 'Tranfla- 
‘tion of Matter to the Buttocks. I{ciadic Pains 
will be long protrafted, fo as not to be finifh’d in a 
Year, if they are accompanied with an exceflive 
Torpor, ifthe Thigh, Hip and Loins are extreamly 
‘cold, if the Body is never foluble, unlefs by Means 
of Medicines, and nothing is evacuated by Stool ex- 
cept a ftercoracious Mucus, if the Penis is incapa- 
ble of Erection, and if the Patient is paft the for- 
tieth Year of his Age.

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little Benefit is to be expected: from the Autumn 
and Winter. 'Thefe Pains are equally intenfe, tho* 
not fo long continued in young, as in old Perfons} 
fince in the former, they are generally terminated 
before the fortieth Day. ‘The Torpors alfo of 
young Perfons are lefs vehement, and the Coldnefs 
of their Loins and Legs lefs intenfe. ‘When under 
this Diforder the Pain quits the Loins and Hips, 
and moves to the inferior Parts, a Recovery is 
to be expected ; but on the contrary, if, with. 
cut leaving the Loins and Buttocks, it afcends 
to the fuperior Parts, it denotes the Difficulty of 
the Cure. If, when this Diforder is inveterate 
the Head of the Thigh-bone flips out of its Socket, 
the Patient halts, unlefs he is cauteriz’d. A Dropfy 
has alfo been frequently obferved to arife from! 
Ifciadic. Pains. ‘The Gout and’ Ifciadic Pains,, 
‘when cur’d, are generally very ready to return ; 
which, however, does not hold true of other Ar- 
thritic Diforders. When Arthritic Pains feize the 
Shoulder, they are attended with no evident Tre-_ 
mor, Heat or Rednefs; but when they affect the’ 
Elbow or the Knee, they are accommpanied -with | 
great Pain and Tremor, though with a {mall De-) 
gree of Heat and Rednefs. Chis dae tie Les 
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“FAHE Skin is fubje&t to various long-protraGed 

“fl Diforders, which, though of themfelves free’ 

from Danger, are yet highly unfeemly, and for. 
the moft’ part produced by a bad*Habit of Body.” 
Among thefe the firft we thall confider is the J#ch, 
or that hafd Afperity of the Skin,” attended Weis 

} ight — 
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flight Itching, Exulceration, and fometimes with a 
Corrofion. In this Diforder, Ulcers appear, which 
are fometimes -moift, and at others dry. When 
thefe Puftules. are- ‘broken, an Ulcer is form’d, 
and when the Sanies is dul; y evacuated from this 
Ulcer, it is cover’d with a Kind of hard Cruft. 
This Difeafe is the more violent, the rougher it 
renders the Skin ;_ the greater Itching it produces, 
the more Parts it affeéts, and the more it deprives 
the Patient of Sleep. Such an Itch is produced by 
an highly peccant Matter, and is not to be removed 
without the greateft Difficulty. Itches of all Kinds 
totally ceafe in fome Patients, and in others recur 
at certain Seafons of the Year. ‘I’his Diforder ia 
not without the greateft Difficulty cured in old 
Perfons, and is generally moft obftinate when it 
feizes the Head. 


. The Itch is ftill a milder Diforder than an os Impetigo, 


besigds 0 which is an hard and dry Afperity of the, 
Skin, which proves troublefome to the Patient by: 
its exceffive Itching. This Diforder generally af- 
fects the Hands or Feet, and is of four different 
Species. The moft favourable of thefe, is that 
which refembles the Itch, and in which the Afpe- 
rities of the Skin are redith, fomewhat hard, and 
accompanied with a Kind of corrofive itching ; 
and this Species is commonly called Prurigo. A 
worfe Species of Impetigo is that in which the Skin 
is rougher, redder, and cover’d with larger Puttules. 


This Kind is generally called Lichen, which is ac- Lichey, 


companied with various Deformities of the Skin, 
and amore violent Erofion, whilft at the fame 
Time many Scales fall off. ‘The Difeafe alfo dif- 
fafes itfelf farther, {preads more quickly, and both 
appears and terminates at more flated Times. The 
third Species is far more violent than this laft 
mention’d, fince it either begins, or in Procefs of 
‘Time appears about the Temples ; neither does it 
; R 2 *  feem 
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feem poflible, ever totally to remove it. In this’ 
Kind of Jnpetigo, the Skin 1s very thick, hard, tumid” 
and chop’d, in Confequence of its exceilive Drynefs. 
It is alfo more violently corroded, and throws of 
blackith Scales, like Bran. ‘This’ Species of the 
Diforder is called Pfora.” The fourth Species” 
of Impetigo, called the Leprofy, is of all others” 
the moft terrible, becaufe it is incurable. In this,” 
the Erofion is more violent, the whole Surface of 
the Body, with the fubjacent Humours, is whitifh,” 
and refembles a recent Cicatrix. ‘The Skin is alfo” 
iifured, extreamly hard, and upon the falling of the” 
Seales, which are white or pale, difcharges Blood. A’ 
Lichen, when neglected, eafily degenerates into a” 
Pfora, and this into a Leprofy. Perfons feiz’d either’ 
with a Pfora or a Leprofy, are generally emaciated, 
and watted away by little and little. The Impe-! 


-tigo differs from the Itch in this, that the Puftules 


of the former are always dry, ‘and contain neither? 
Sanies nor Humour, whereas it is otherwife with’ 
the Puftules of the Itch: © te 

We now' proceed to treat of the Vitiligo, in’ 
which the Skin is render’d unfeemly, not by con- 
tinued, but by feparate and irregular Spots. In’ 
this Diforder the Senfation of the affected Part 
either becomes torpid, or 1s totally loft. A Viti~ 
hgo is of two Kinds, one called 4/phus, and the 
other Leuce. ‘The former affe&ts only the Surface 
of the Skin, which is, by Means of fome Spots, 
darken’d as it were by a Shade, fo that an Alphes 
may be either of the white or black Kind, accord 
ing to the Colour of the Spots. A Leuce, on the 
contrary affects the whole Subftance of the Skin, 
which in this Cafe is whiter than in the Alphus. 
The Hairs fall from every Part of the Skin, and 
in their ftead, others arife, which are flender, 
white, and in every Refpeét refembling Down, 
The Alphus, except when inveterate, hardly ever 
. penetrates 
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penetrates the Skin, whereas the Leuce affects not 
only this, but alfo the whole Fleth to the very Bone. 
‘The Cure-of the former is not very difficult, but 
the latter is hardly ever removed by | Medicines, or 
“if it is, it always leaves a bad Colour in the Parts 
affe&ted. In a Leuce, the Hairs become white, 
whereas, in an Alphus they retam.their natural 
Colour. In an Alphus, when the Part affected is 
“prick’d withaNeedle, Blood is difcharged ; where. 
-as, when the fame Experiment is made in a Leuce 
_an aqueous Sanies is evacuated, but both Diforders 
fpread, tho’ in fome fooner, and in others later. 
Whether an Alphus is curable may be known, by 
making an Incifion, or Pun@ure with a Needle in 
the Skin; for if in this Cafe, Blood is difcharg’d, 
which generally happens in both Species of the Al- 
phus, a Cure may be hoped for, but if a thin whi- 
tith Sanies is evacuated, no Recovery is to be ex- 
pected. The Force and Energy of Medicines are 
no lefs fruftrated, when the,Diforder is inveterate, 
‘when it poffeffes a large Space, or many Parts of 
the Body, when it has penetrated deep into the 
Fleth, when the Part affected has totally loft its Co 
lour, and efpecially its Rednefs, and when the 
Skin, if rubbed with a rough Cloth does not 
change its Colour. Every Vitiligo is accompanied 
with a bad Habit of Body, fo that the Perfon who 
dabours under the latter, is for that very Reaton

But when the Diforder begins to appear 
externally on the Skin, all thefe Symptoms are in- 
creafed, efpecially the Head-Ach and Difficulty of 
Breathing ; the Pulfe in the mean Time remains as 
before, frequent, {wift and vehement. In the Be- 
ginning of the Eruption, the Face is generally de- 
formed with fome Spots, which by the fubjacent 
Humours are either raifed high, or extended in 


- Breadth. The former of thefe are called high) 


and the latter broad Eflorefcences. Thofe of the 
high Kind exulcerate, and are attended with an 
itching, from which thofe of the broad Kind are 
entirely free. ‘This Diforder is remov’d either by 
an Evacuation of the corrupted Foeces, or by co- 
pious Sweats. Hardly any Perfon efcapes this Di- 
feafe, fome Time or other, before he arrives at the 
Years of Maturity, but Infants and Children are 
moft fubje&t to it; whereas, it. rarely-afflits old 
Perfons, in whom it is extremely dingerous. ‘Tho’ 
Exanthematous Diforders may appear in all Seafons 
of the Year, yet they moft generally rage in the 
Spring, and towards the End of Autumn.  Thofe- 
exanthematous Eruptions are moft fafe, which ap. 
pear foon ; for in fome they happen immediately, 
in others on the third, fourth, and fometimes on_ 
the fifth Day after.the Patient’s firft Indifpofition, 
The exanthematous Eruptions of the high Kind 
are alfolaudable, if they are red, large, foon ma-_ 
turated, not contiguous to each other; and which 
do not excite a vehement Fever, but terminate the _ 
Fever by their Eruption.’ But thofe are bad which 
come out flowly, efpecially if they are of a violet 
id Si Colour 5 
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Colour; for in this Cafe the Patient is generally 
afflicted with frequent Syncopes ; nor are thofe Ef- 
florefcences good, which are either of a livid, green 
xx black Colour, or which difappear at different 
Times. -»'Thofe Efflorefcences are equally bad, 
which are accompanied with a vehement Fever, 
a violent Difficulty of Breathing, Reftleffnefs of the 
Body, an exceflive Thirft, and great Weaknefs. 
When thefe Symptoms concur, the Patients gene- 
rally die, efpecially when the Eruptions are of the 
broad Kind. A Syncope is a Prognottic of certain 


Death ; as alfo a green Colour of the Urine, when. ~ 


the Strength is greatly exhaufted. It is alfo a fatal 
Sign when a bloody Urine begins to be difcharged 
black. | Nothing ought to be fo attentively obferv’d 
as the Voice and Refpiration; for fo long as thefe 
remain in their natural State, there are fome Hopes 
of Recovery, but when they are injured or alter’d, 
the Cafe is dubious. ‘Thofe cut off by this Difor- 
der, generally die as if they were fuffocated by a 
Quinfey, or by a Dyfentery or Flux, are gradu- 
ally weaken’d *till Death puts an End to their Tor- 
ments. Exanthematous Diforders often rage epi- 
demically without any Danger to Life, or any Signs 
of the Plague, in Confequence of fome faulty State 
and Conftitution of the Air. They alfo frequently 
accompany the Plague, and fanguineous Fevers 
terminated by bad Crifes. Patients rarely die of 
high Efflorefcences, whereas thofe of the broad 
Kind put an End to the Lives of many.

It is alfo expedient to make fome Obfervations 
concerning Carbuacles. - Inthis Diforder, then, 
the Part affected, is firft feiz’d with an Itching, a after 
which, it nbieuneds a f{plendid efflorefcent Colour, 
like that of Pitch or Bitumen, being at the fame 
Time affli€ted with the moft intenfe Pain. Imme- 

diately 
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fiately after this, one or more fhining Pnitales ap- 
year, which are not very prominent, but black, 
nd fometimes lucid or pale. When this Puftule 
sbroken an Uleer is form’d with a Cruft or Efchar, 
efembling that generally produced by a red hot 
ron. This Cruft is furrounded with an Inflam- 
nation, and as it were fcorch’d by the Violence of 
he Heat. Hence the Skin is, in the affected Part, 
o fix’d to the fubjacent Flefh, that the former muft 
ye feparated from the latter, and all the adjacent 
arts, by Means ofa certain Confent, become 
sharers in the Heat and Pain. Befides, the Patient 
$ fometimes feiz’d' with an Horror and a Fever, 
iccompanied with an exceflive Naufea, Drowfinefs 
ind Tremors of the Heart. The Tumor itfelf 
sever comes to Suppuration ; but at laft, when the 
*ortion of Flesh, corrupted by the intenfe Heat, 
alls out, a hollow and fordid Ulcer: is form’d. 
Chis Diforder is acute, and even abfolutely mortal, 
{pecially if it excites a Fever, or has its Seat near 
iny of the principal Vifcera, in the Groins, for In- 
tance, or the Arm-pits ; for in this Cafe, the Re- 
urn of the Diforder to the internal Parts is juftly 
‘0 be dreaded, and when this happens, the Death 
of the Patient is certain, efpecially if his Diforder 
§ accompanied with other bad Signs. Carbuncles 
fo, arifing about the Stomach, or Fauces, fre- 
quently prove mortal, by deftroying Refpiration. 
The leaft fatal Species of Carbuncle, is that which 
s red, and the next, with refpect to its Safety, is 
that of a pale Colour. That of a black Colour 
'§ abfolutely peftilential and mortal. Violent Pe- 
ftilences are generally preceded and accompanied 
by Carbuneles, of all Kinds, which on fuch Occa- 
fons prove abfolutely mortal. But though Car- 


chen may feem formidable on Account of the 
excruciating Pain with which they are accompanied,

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yet their Cure is not fo dificult as is commonly 
imagined.

relating to an Ery/pelas, both of the fimple anc 
exulcerated Kind. It is common to both thofe 
Species of Ery/pe/as, in their Beginning, to excite 
an Horror and Fever, to be lefs painful and tumic¢ 
than Inflammations, to be diffufed over a large 
Portion of the Surface of the Body, to be of a yel. 
lowith red Colour, which is deftroy’d by the Pref. 
fure of the Finger, but reftored foon after the Re. 
moval of the Preflure, not to be accompanied with 
Pulfation, and much lefs with ‘Tenfion, to move 
from one Seat to-another, and as it were to pinch 
and burn the Part affected. A fimple Eryfipelas 
is attended with a Héat or certain Kind of Burning, 
and a Rednefs without any Exulceration. Hippa- 
crates, in his Aphorifms, called this Diforder Epz- 
phlogifma, and our Countrymen, from its Simili- 
tude of Colour, have given it the Appellation of 
the Rofe. ‘This Diforder was by the laf quoted 
Author pronounced mortal, by inducing tere 
if, after its Appearance on the Breaft, it fudden 
return’d to the internal Parts. But when an Eryfi- 
St. Anthony's pelas is exulcerated, which is by us called St. 4a 
Fire. thony’s Fire, the Surface of the Skin is fometimes 
affetted, and furfuracious Crufts arife on it, where- 
as at other Times the whole Skin is exulcerated, 
and after a Rupture of the Puftules difcharges a pus 
rulent Sanies. An Eryfipelas moft commonly ap- 
pears in the Face, and, by {preading, frequently 
afeéts the whole of it, by which Means it is rem= 
der’d greatly tumid and expanded, fo that unlels 
proper Remedies are feafonably called in to the 
Patient’s Affifiance, he may be {peedily fuffocated. 
‘That Species ot the Eryfipelas is alfo bad, whieh 
arifes from the Fracture or Denudation of a 
Bone. It is always a laudable and falutary Sign! 
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vhen an Eryfipelas is expelled from the internal to 

he external Parts, but always a fatal Omen, when .

A Cancer is a Diforder no lefs terrible for its 
Danger, than for its long Duration. It is a hard, 
round, unequal and unfeemly Tumor, blacker than 
an Inflammation, but not fo intenfely hot. It ex- 
cites a Pain for a large Space round it, and tho’ 
fo the Sight it appears to be foft, yet by the Touch 
it is felt to be very hard. Round about it the Veins 
being fometimes full, or pale, or livid, become 
tenfe, and are incurvated fo as to refemble the 
laws of a Crab when fpread. _When a Cancer 
degins, it is fmall, and in Form refembling a Chich, 
hard, round, of an obfcure Colour, fometimesac.

'Thofe acute Diforders 
which are generally lefs fatal than the former, but 
fo dubious, as fometimes to prove mortal, and ai 
others admit ofa Cure, are, ardent Fevers, Le. 
thargies, Quinfeys, Pleurifies, and. Infamma 
tions of the Lungs,. Stomach, Liver, Spleen an¢ 
Kidneys. A Cholera is alfo of a dubious Nature, 
but far more acute than thefe now enumerated. 
Short, and at the fame Time fafe Diforders 
are,. a diary Fever, and an intermittent qeueng 
the legitimate Kind. ‘Long Difeafes, and fuch 
are without Danger, unlefs when accompani 
with fome accidental and terrible Symptoms,® are;

Long and ge- 
erally mortal Difeafes, are confirm’d he¢tic Fevers, 
Jicers of the Lungs, a Corruption of the Subftance 
f the Lungs and Liver, a Confumption, a Maraf- 
aus, a Cancer, whether latent or exulcerated, and 
Dropfy fucceeding an acute Fever, or a {cirrhous 
Tumor of the Liver or Spleen, and Gripes ac- 
ompanied with a Lientery.. Long-protracted Dif- 
rders, when deep feated, are as dangerous as thofe 
f the acute Kind. But acute Diforders, are the 
nore ‘eafily cured the longer they are, whereas

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times followed by Arthritic Difoiders, Epilep 
fies, Uiac Paflions, or Dropfies. Diforders © 
the Spleen, and unmixed Stools, are faccecder 
by Gripes, which bring on a Lientery,; and this; 
Dropfy. The Dropfy alfo follows f{cirrhous Tu 
mours of the Liver and Spleen, the Jaundice 
and a bad Habit of Body ; for if this arifes fron 
Melancholly, it is rather changed into an Elephan 
tiafis. Gripes are fucceeded by a'Tenefmus, an 
a Tenefmus by Gripes, if Bile is the Caufe of th 
Diforder; but if Phlegm is the Caufe, a Choli 
or the Iliac Paffion fueceeds. After long I{ciadi 
Pains, the Patient either halts in his walking, ori 
feiz’d with a Dropfy. Uterine Fluxes, profuf 
hemorrhoidal Difcharges, and immoderate He 
morrhages are follow’d by Dropfies. Blind He 
morrhoids are follow’d by an Inflammation of thi 
Anus. Violent Inflammations are fucceeded by ¢ 
Gangrene and Sphacelus, and an Impetigo by thi 
Leprofy. Difeafes arifing from others are gene 
rally mortal; for Nature being opprefs’d by thi 
former, feems hardly able to fuftain the Shock a 
the Latter. But Tranfitions from one Diftafe te 
another are fometimes falutary ; for it is an - 
lent Sign when. Inflammations of the Lungs aré 
changed into Abfceffes behind the Ears, whicl 
come to a Suppuration, or into Abfceffes of the 
inferior Parts, which end in Fiftula’s, It is al 
falutary, when a continual Fever of more thar 
twenty Days Duration, is fucceeded by Abfcefles 
about the Joints.

Thofe Relapfes 
are fafer, which only proceed from a bad Re- 
gimen, than fuch as arife from the Relicks of 
a” former Difeafe.

I{ciadic Pains. ‘The Autumn is a dangerous Seafon, 
in which mortal Difeafes and the Plague rage a 
generaly than at any other ‘Time of the Year. 
It generally cuts off Peitfons weaken’d by lone-pro- 
tracted Difeafes, and fubjects others to violent Dif- 
orders of a chronical Nature, efpecially Fevers | 
the quartan Kind, The. Autumn is alfo of

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but: it is quite otherwife, when without taking any 
manner of Care of himfelf, he is neverthelefs in‘a 
Reafon and tolerably eafy State. It is a terrible Sign when a 
Difpofitions Patient becomes highly delirious. A Perfon in this 
of the Sick.

But in all Difeafes, it is a laudable Sign for the Pa- 
tient to retain the Ufe of his Reafon. ‘The Difpo- 
fitions of Patients are alfo to be confider’d; for it 
is a bad Sign, when under any Diforder, a Perfon 
naturally of a cool Temper, gives harfh anfwers, 
er performs any of his Actions with a Kind of 
Vidtedee' But tho’ a Man naturally of an harfh 
and turbulent Temper, not only fpeaks’ fiercely, 
but alfo becomes delirious under an ardent Fever,. 
his Recovery is not univerfally to be defpair’d of, 
It is a bad Sign when a Patient difcovers either a 
preternatural Taciturnity or Loquacity, fince the 
former prognofticates either a Lethargy or Meian- 
choly, and the latter a Delirium. ‘It is alfo a bad 
Sign, when by the Force of the Difeafe, the Mind 
is perplex’d and difturb’d, by the falfe and imagi- 
nary Reprefentations of Objeés ; when for In- 
ftance, a Patient gropes with his Fingers, or gathers 
Naps or Straws from off the Bed-Cloths, or ima- 
gines that he fees his Enemies in Armour, Demons 
or Spectres. It is fill more terrible. if the Patient 
being delirious, neither knows his intimate Ac- 
quaintances, nor Servants of the Family, but forth= 
with forgets, what he the Moment before defiredi 
But Death is infallibly at Hand, if amidft thefe 
Symptoms, the Patient neither hears, fees nor 
moves, the Extremities in the mean Time becom 
ing cold and livid. .

Very important Prefages are alfo to be drawn Prefages 
from the Patient’s Dreams ; for if thefe are foreign fromDreams, 
to the Patient’s daily Bufinefs and Occupation,,they: -

If therefore a Perfon dreams that. he fees Houfes 
burning, it denotes a Luxuriance of yellow Bile; ~ 
But if he imagines that he fees Smoke, or, is. in

the Body. If he fancies'that he fees Showers, Ice, 
Snow, or Hail, his Body abounds with Phlegm: 
‘The Perfon who dreams that he is in a nafty Place, 


has a putrid Humour lodg’d in his Body : Whereas. ; ji 
the Perfon who dreams that he fees red Objects, or-. } 
fancies that he has Cocks-Combs, Jabours under a. , 


Plethora, or too large a Quantity of Blood. The: } 
: . Moon ; 
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Moon appearing to Perfons in Dreams, denotes’ 
principally thofe Diforders which are feated in the 
Cavities of the Body. If the Sun appears, it de- 
notes Diforders in the Center of the Body ; but if a 
Patient thinks he fees any of the Stars, thefe denote. 
the Diforders under their particular Influence: Ifany 
of thefe feem-to be darken’d, or ftopt in their Courfe, 
they denote Diforders in the particular Parts to 
which their refpeCtive Influence extends; and thefe 
Diforders are flight, if either the Air or a Cloud 
feems'to ftop thefe Bodies, but more violent if they 
appear to be ftop’d by Water. If thefe celeftial 
Bodies, feem by the Interpofition of others, to be fo 
darken’d as totally to difappear, the Patient’s death 
is to be dreaded; but if the Darkneis being re- 
mov’d, they become clear and f{plendid, there are 
great Hopes to be entertained of the Patient’s Re- 
covery. When they feem to perform their Courfes 
with an highly rapid Motion, Madnefs is to be 
dreaded ; they alfo prognofticate the Approach of 
Difeafes, when they. feem to defcend to the Wef,. 
to be precipitated into the Sea, or to fall upon the 
Earth. ‘When a Perfon dreams that he fees a tur-. 
bulent raging Ocean, it denotes a Diforder of the 
Belly ; neither is it a good Sign when a Perfon fan. 
cies that he fees an Inundation, fince it denotes a 
moift Difeafe, efpecially if he fancies that he is 
drowning in Ponds or Rivers. It is ftill a worfe 
Sign, when a Perfon fees the Earth dry and parched. 
by the Sun, fince this evinces a great Drynefs in. 
the Body, If any one dreams that he is greedily 


drinking or eating, this denotes a Penury either of 


Aliments or Drink. It is a good Sign to dreara 


that a Perfon drinks pure Water,, but bad to dream 


that he is drinking any other Liquor: But when a 


-Perfon dreams that he fees Moniters, or armed E- 


nemies, foas greatly to frighten him, Difeafes and 
Madnefs are to be dreaded. When a Perfon rene 
; t at

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that he is falling from a Precipice, or any high 
Place, it denotes a Vertigo, an Epilepfy, or an A- 
poplexy ; for on fuch Occafions the Head is over- 
loaded by a Redundance of Humours. 

- Having thus confider’d the State of the Mind, ‘Prefages 
we now proceed to confider the external Parts of from tbe Pa- 
the Patient, among which the Countenance feems thik s Conn 
to be none of the leaft confiderable ; fince by evi- ““”""* 
dent, and by no Means dubious Signs, it indicates 
the Diforders of the principal Parts. In every Di-’ 
feafe, therefore it is a laudable Sign, when the 
Patient’s Countenance is not very unlike that of a 
found Perfon : In violent Difeafes, the good State 
of the Countenance_leffens the Danger, whereas in 
mild Difeafes, a bad Condition of the Countenance 
augments it. ‘There is the greateft Danger, when 
by the Force of the Difeafe, the Eyes become hol- 
low, the Temples collapfed, the Noftrils fharp, 
cold and Pe mathe Ears and Skin about the 
Forehead hard, tenfe, livid, or black, or the Eye- 
lids, Lips or Noftrils pale and difcolouredy If a 
Countenance of this Kind fucceeds the Force of the 
Difeafe, and not an immoderate Purging, it prog-. 
nofticates that the Patient will die in three Days, 
efpecially if pinguious Excrements and Urine 
are evacuated ; a Countenance of this Kind very 
frequently happens when a violent Fever fcorches 
and colliquates the Body, efpecially if the Patient 
is young, and has been aceuftom’d to an active 
Life. But whether an acute or a chronical and 
violent Difeafe, fuch as a Confumption, has in-> 
duced fuch a State of the Countenance either 
in the Beginning or latter Periods of the Diforder, 
it always prognofticates certain and_ infallible 
Death, which in fome happens fooner, and in 
others later. 

_ Many ufeful Obfervations may be alfo drawn, Prefages 
from the Precordia during Difeafes; for it is a fromthePra. 
_- ’ laudable cordia, 
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‘laudable Sign of Recovery, when thefe are without 
any Pain, and equally foft on both Sides ; but the 
Danger is increafed, when they are inflam’d, pain’d, 
hard and tenfe; as alfo- when they are unequally” 
affe@ted on the right and’ left Stdes; when they are 
fo tumid as to yield to the Fingers when prefs’d, 
tho’ without feeling any Pain, they do not denote 
the. Danger, but the Length of the Difeafe. A 
Pulfation in theVeins of the Precordia, denotes ei- 
ther a’ Tumult and Commotion in the Body, ora 
Delirium. It is equally beneficial in all Diforders, 
to obferve the Parts about the Navel and Pubes; for 
it.is a good Sign when thefe are plump and {mooth 
“{kin’d, but bad when they are extenuated and 
watted. 

Prefages With Refpe& to the Decubiture of the Patient, 
from the Dee we are to obferve the following Things. If the 
enbinunens i Patient lies either on the right or left Side, as he

shimfelf eafily, it is probable that he will recover.

is a Sign of a violent Heag without any Obftrudti- 

‘on, fo that fuch a Refpiration principaily happens 
in ardent Fevers. A frequent and {mall Refpiration . 
denotes either the weaknefs of Nature, or Ob- 
ftruCtions of the Lungs. Such a Refpiration alfo, | 
frequently attends Inflammations of the Lungs, 
‘Sides, Septum Tranverfum, Liver or Spleen; buta

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/ large Refpiration, and fuch as is rare at long Inter- 

vals, prognofticates'Madnefs: But that Refpiration 

threatens Death, in which the Breath is difcharg’d 

cold from the Mouth and Noftrils. It is a certain’ 

Sign that the Strength is exhaufted and over- 

power’d, when the Breath is hardly difcharg’d 

from the Mouth, but almoft wholly from the No- 

firils, efpecially if thefe are obferv’d-to be ftrongly 

contracted and dilated.

The Drynefs 
of the Artery may alfo produce the Slownefs and 
Rarity of the Pulfe: A: hard Pulfe denotes the Hard and 
Drynefs of the Artery, whereas a foft one indi Soft pulfe.

A ftrong and vehement Pulfe prognotti- Strong and 
cates the Recovery of the Patient ; whereas, one languid ) 
of the languid Kind prognofticates the Danger of P«Ve- 
his Death: But it is to be obferv’d, that there is 
not fo great Danger in the largeft, quickeft, moft 
frequent, moft violent and foft, as in the fmalleft, 
foweft, moft rare, languid and hard Pulfe; for 
thefe laft never appear without great Danger; Of 
the former Clafs, the beft ‘is the moft vehement, 
next to this the greateft, and the fmalleft the worft. 
Of the latter Clafs, the worftis the moft languid, 
the next worft the floweft, the next the rareft, and 
the worft of all the fmallef. Every languid Pulfe 
denotes the Weaknefs of Nature, and this Weak- 
nefs, if contracted by the Length of Difeafes, 
renders the faid Pulfe {mall, rare and flow, if there 
is no Fever, but frequent and {wift if there is one: 
[f the Weaknefs is brought on by exceffive Pains, 
Watchings or fudden Evacuations, the Pulfe is not 
only languid, but alfo fmall, quick and frequent > 
But if Nature is not weak in herfelf, but only op- 
orelled by fome foreign Subftance, as it happens in, 
folent Obftrutions of the larger Veflels, in fud- 
len Congeftions of Humours in the Precordia, and. 
n pettilential Fevers, the Pulfe is not only greatly: « 
ind continually: unequal, but alfo languid, fmall;, 
Ow and rare ; thot for a few. Strokes. it now. and.

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then appears vehement, or large, or quick, or fre« 
quent, by which Means-its greateft Inequality is 
difcovered. But there is always a great Weaknefs. 
when the Pulfe intermits, and efpecially when it 
proves deficient. If this laft Species does not re: 
cae but totally ceafes, it is of all other Pulfes the 

ft, terrible, fince it is a certain and. infallible 
Prognoftic of Death. This Species of Pulfe ap- 
pears in moit Patients immediately before their 
Death, in fome a few Hours, and which is furpri- 
fing, in others a few Days before it. There is lefs 
Danger in that Species of Pulfe, which is diminifh 
ed by becoming gradually {maller, for which Rea- 
fon the Greek Phyficians have chofen to call it Myu- 
vos, or the Moufe’s Taz/: This is fometimes recipro- 
cal, and at others not, tho’ in both Cafes it is an 
Indication of Danger ; and even where it is not re- 
ciprocal, it is thought worfe than the deficient re 
cipr ocal Pulfe. . ‘There is alfo confiderable Danger 
in the intermittent Pulfe, which 18 alfo the more 
dangerous, the longer it remains in a State of Refit, 
and when itintermits for the Space of two Pulfati- 
ons, it prognoiticates Death, unlefs when fuch 2

An undulating Pulfe is a Prognoftic of 
thofe Difeafes, which arife from a Redundance of 
Humours, fuch as quotidian and continual Fevers,. 
which weaken the Patients by profufe Sweats. It 
is alfo a Prognoftic of that Species of Dropfy,. 
which is commonly called a Leucophlegmatia. Not 
only in thefe, but alfoin other Fevers, the undulat-- 
ing Pulfe precedes critical Sweats, when there are a 
confiderable Number of high Strokes, and the 
Marks of Concottion are obferv’d. When the un- 
dulatory Pulfe happens, it indicates that there are 
neither Inflammations nor fcirrhous Tumors of the 
Vifcera, nor Convulfions nor exceflive Drynefs of 
the Nerves. It is not fafe when this Pulfe is chang’d 
into that of the vermiculating Kind, which only. 
differs from it in Smallnefs ; for in this Cafe, tho’ 
the Strength is not totally exhaufted, yet it gradu- 
ally fails. . The vermiculating Pulfe accompanies a 
Conftitution worn out by Evacuations, that Difor- 
derin which the whole of the Lungs is putrid and 
oppreffed with a Redundance of Humours, efpe- 
cially when; at the fame Time the Strength is ex-. 
hauited.. As the undulating, fo alfo the vermicu- 
lating Pulfe’ requires. a foft Artery. - Neither of 
thefe Pulfes, are found in Confumptions, Inflamma.- 
tions, and (cla beaepibuaer ice the Vifcera, and 
Suppurations of the Breaft, even when the Patients. 
are at the Point of Death, No Fevers, except 
fuch as are highly gentle and flow, are azcompa- 
nied with the vermiculating Pulfe, becaufe the in- 
creafing Heat does not permit a flow Diftenfion of’ 
the Artery. A vermiculating Pulfe, fucceeding im- 
moderate Evacuations, is remov’d by a fupervening 
Fever. , As an undulating Pulfe, when Weak, is.

worfe, it is a Sign that the Difeafe,is moderate ; 
but if when proper Aliments and Medicines jare 
ufed, the Patient is fo far from being relieved, that 
he becomes worfe, -we may conclude that the Dif-. 
order will have a difficult Crifis, Ifa Patient loaths: 
Food in the Beginning of the Difeafe, or even near 
its State,’ whilft the Strength is fufficient, we are 
not to be terrified at this Circumftance, but a Loath-

Neither are thefe good, which are ei- 
ther extreamly red or white, fince the latter denotes 
Crudity, and the former a bilious Diforder; tho’ 
red Stools, in the Decline of fuch Diferders, are not 
bad, fince by their Means the peccant Matter pro- 
ducing them is eliminated. Green Stools are bad, 
and proceed from an eruginous Bile. Blaclx Stools. 
denote black Bile, and thofe of a livid Colour, a 
preternatural Coldnefs in the internal Parts. Pin- 
guious Stools are not fafe, nor fuch as are vifcid 
and tenacious; for under thefe two laft, unlefs 
Aliments of fimilar Qualities. have been eaten, the 
Body is colliquated.. Ill-{meil’d Stools are bad, 
becaufe they; denote intenfe Heat and Putrefaction ;

full of fatulences,: like Oxes Dung. Frothy Stools 
alfo indicate a great Heat in the internal Parts, 

Thofe are alfo bad which are too f{canty or copious. 
Various Stools, fuch as that mix’d with Strigments, 
the bilious, the purulent, the bloody, and the 
black, are alfo bad. . ThofejStools are ftill worle, 
whofe Smell refembles that of Infants Excrements. 
In every Difeafe, if blackBile is either difcharged | 
from the Anus or the Mouth, it isa mortal Sign. . 
In acute Difeafes frothy and. highly bijlious Stools 
are extreamly bad Signs.: When florid Blood is 
di{charged by Stool,: it is a bad Sign, efpecially ‘| 
when the Patient is before afflicted with any Pains | 
of the Inteftines or Vifcera. . Liquid Stools, whe- | 
ther copious or, feanty, are hurtful; for the for- ! 
mer renders the: Patient weak, and the latter fub,. | i 
jects, 
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je&s him te Watchings. In acute Difeafes aqueous’ 
Stools are bad, efpecially if the Patient has no 
Thirft; but thofe aqueous Stools are worft of all 
in labouring People, and thofe afflifted with 
Torpors; as alfo in thofe whofe Abdomens are 
tumid. It is a bad Sign, when a Refriveration,, 
accompanied with Sweat, happens after Hquid 
Stonls. ‘Thofe Stools, which in Colour refemble 
black Blood, whether with or without a Fever, are 
extreamly bad. ‘Thofe Stools are alfo generally 
bad, which are difcharg’d without the Patient’s 
Knowledge, or which are copioufly evacuated by 
Perfons weaken’d by long Difeafes. As for-Flatw 
lencies, ’tis beft they fhould be difcharg’d without 
Noife ; for when in acute Difeafes they are elimi- 
nated with Noife, it either denotes violent Pain, or 
a Delirium. It is alfo bad, when the Flatulencies 
about to break forth are interrupted, and fill worfe: 
when they return to the fuperior Parts. 
"We now proceed to confider the Prefages of the 
Urine. That Urine, therefore, is beft, which is 
of a Kind of faint golden Colour, of a moderate 
Confiftence, proportion’d to the Quastity drank, 
and has a white, fmooth and equal Sediment. But 
white Urine denotes Crudity, or a violent Obftruc- 
tion in the Urinary Dus. In acute Fevers it alfo 
portends a Dilirium ox aPhrenitis. If the Urine con- 
timues long white, without any Variation, it. gene- 
rally prefages cold Diforders of the Head, fuch as 
Vertigoes, Epilepfies, Apoplexies, and others of a 
fimilar Nature ; as alfo Loathing of Food, Arthritic 
Diforders and Palfies. A faint, white, milky, or 
Whey-colour’d Urine difcharged in the Beginning 
and Increafe of Fevers, denotes'a Redundance of 

utrid Humours, and the Oppreflion of Nature.

‘notes an ardent Fever, and an immoderate Heat in Uy ine, 
‘the Liver; and if it has neither Sediment nor 
“Clouds, it indicates the Beginning of a Fever, and 
the Crudity of the Humours. If in acute Fevers 
uch an Urine is long difcharged, it threatens the 
Death of the Patient before it can be maturated. . 
A red, thick and obfcure Urine, like that dif- p,3 4 
charged in Obftructions and, Diforders of the Liver, thick Urinés 
‘or when the Acceflions of Fevers are going off, 
‘denotes a Redundance of fuch Bile as is yellow, red, 
or of the Colour of the Yolk of an Egg, for which 
Reafon fuch an Urine is almoft never difcharged 
in a putrid Synochus. A Wine coloured Urine j;, 
‘denotes an exceffive hot and parched State of the Jowr’d Urine, 
Blood ; anda paffeous Urine, the fame Condition pajfin,, 
of the Bile, both having acquir’d the Colour of a Urine.

Bloody U- affords certain Hope of Recovery. “A bloody U- 
rine, rine, fuch, for inftance,:as when cold, depofites a 
Sediment like ‘concreted Blood, denotes ‘that the 
Kidneys are lacerated by a Stone; provided they 
have not been injur’d by a Blow. ‘The more-co- 
pious ill-colour’d Urine is, the lefs pernicious it is. 
After the Colour, we muft next obferve the Con-' 
Thin Urine. iftence of Urine. If the Urine is thin it denotes: 
Crudities and violent Obftru€tions, efpecially if it. 
is at the fame Time diluted, like that obferved in 
Quartans and violent nephri tic Pains: But when 
im long, erratic, and not very violent Fevers, a. 
thin Urine is long difcharged, it denotes that the 
ThickU pine Spleen is affetted. A thick Urine indicates a Re-: 
dundance of crude Humours, which, for the moft 
part, are lodged in the Cavity of the Liver, the! 
. Stomach and Inteftines. ‘The moft crude Urine of 
all is the thin and aqueous, which remains long 
in that: State. A lefs crude Urine is that which 18° 
thin, but afterwards becomes thick. The next to’ 
this; is that which is difcharg’d and remains thick, |

- notes the Length of the Difeafe, and, when it is. 
exhaufted, Death. A lefs crude Urine is thought 
to be that which, being difcharged thick, a 
wards depofites a Sediment, fince Urine ‘of ‘this 
Kind denotes the greater Shortnefs of the Difeag f 
But all thefe Kinds of Urine indicate Crudity and the 
Beginning of a Difeafe, which, if they continue for 
a confiderable Time, will prove long, and havea 
difficult Crifis. If, upon the firft Approach a. 
Fever, a thick Urine is difchar ged, it Prop t 
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cates a Redandance of peccant Matter, the Weak- 
Inefs of the Patient, and the Danger of the Difeafe. 

A thick and white Urine proceeds from a crude ¥hite and 
Phlegm. If this Species is copioufly difcharged in ‘i® Urine, 
Jong and violent Fevers, which would have termi- 

nated in Abfceffes, it frees the Patient from thefe 
Abfceffes, and from Pain. A thick and redifh Thick and 
Urine, efpecially if it has a Sediment of the fame "#/4U rine, 
Kind, prognofticates and denotes the Safety, but at 

the fame Time the Length of the Difeafe; but a 

thick and very red Urine, like that difcharg’d Thick and 
in continent Fevers, is a Proof of the Redundance "¢4 Urine.

If an Urine, which being at firt thin 

and clear, becomes thick by the external Air, 

and covers the Chamber-pot with a white 

and vifcid Sordes, but again refumes its Co- 

lour by being refolved over the Fire, fuch an

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tion, but in other Diforders indicates nothing par- 
Thick and ticular, But if the Urine, being thick and turbid, — 
#.0id Urine. like that of Mares, is not refolved by the Fire, 
but has floating in it many Corpufcles, compofed ” 
of Pus or Mucus, which by Rett fubfide in Form 
of a thick Sediment, the reft of the Urine then 
‘becoming clear, we may conclude, that there is an 
Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder, for the moft part 
produced by the Stone, or at leaft that thefe Parts 
are obftructed by a.crude Humour; but if when 
thefe Parts are found, the Urine is thus turbid, 
qt denotes a Redundance of thick Humours in 
all the Veins, prognofticates the Length and Dif- 
ficulty of Difeafes, and, according to Hippocratis, 
in a particular Manner, indicates the Prefence or 
{fpeedy Approach of Head-Achs ; and thefe may, 
fome Time after, be fucceeded by either a Lethargy 
or a profound Drowfinefs. A turbid Urine is often 
fuddenly difcharged, when Quartan Fevers, or Dif- 
orders of the Liver and Spleen are terminated, as. 
alfo when an Abfcefs breaks internally. 

If the Urine is fo turbid and thick as neither to 
be refolved by Fire nor Reft, and feems neither to 
have a Sediment, nor any Matter fufpended in it, 
it denotes continual Fevers of a dangerous and 

“ee highly malignant Nature. It is alfo of great Im- 
ze : ; 
Quantity portance to obferve the Quantity of the Urine; for 
ef Urine. a large Quantity of Urine may either indicate a 
’ Redundance of ferous Humours, as in a Dropfy 
and Diabetes; or.a wafting away of the Body, as in 
colliquative Fevers, ora {canty and defective Dif- 
charge of the Excrements; for Hippocrates juftly 
obferves, that a copious Difcharge of Urine during 
the Night, is fucceeded by a fcanty Evacuation of 
Small the Excrements. A fmall Quantity of Urine is 
Quantity  difcharged by thofe who drink little, who have 
f Urinee large Evacuations of another Kind, or who are 


exhaufted and dried by exceffive Heat and sag é

-A {mall Quantity of Urine alfo frequently indicates 
that the Urinary Duéts are obftructed either by a 
Stone, or by a grofs and vifcid Humour. In acute 
Fevers a {mall Quantity of Urine, arifing either 
from the Force of the Difeafe, the Defect of 
Moifture, or the Weaknefs of the expulfive Fa- 
culty, is an infallible Prefage of Death. When in 
acute Difeafes the Urine is fometimes fcantily, fome- 
times copioufly difcharged, and at others totally 
fupprefs’d, it is avery terrible Sign; but when 
this happens in chronical Diforders, it denotes their 
- Length and Duration. It is alfo of great Importance 
to confider the Smell of the Urine; for that which is . 
foetid, thick and white, with a purulent Sediment, Fetid U- 
denotes an Ulcer of the Kindneys and Pudenda; rine. 

and if this Species of Urine, by Reft, depofites a 

Mucus, and is evacuated with great Pain, it indi- 

_-eates a Stone in the Bladder. ‘Che Feetor, which 

does not proceed from thefe, but fuperior Parts of 

the Body, whether in red and turbid Urine, or 

which more rarely happens, in that which is thin 

and clear, is always a Sign of a violent Putre- 

faction. 

We now proceed to confider the Contents of Sediment of 
the Urine, which are not all of the fame Kind ; the Urine. 
the Sediment which the Grecks called Hypo/ta/is, 
fhews that the native Heat is fafe, and that fo 
much the more, the fooner it is difcern’d in the 
Urine. It is not difficult to diftinguifh the Sedi- 
ment from that Sordes which, defcending from the 
_ Kidneys or Bladder, renders the Urine turbid, and 
afterwards fubfides in it like a Kind of Craffamen- 
tum. What is fufpended in the Middle of the ma 
Urine, and was by the Greeks called Eneorema, Eneorema. | 
denotes that the Strength of Nature is weak, and 
the Clouds in the Urine, that itis ftill weaker. It Choyds, 
is alfo denoted to be weakeft of all when the Urine 
has neither Sediment, Eneorema, nor Clouds, and 
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this is a terrible Sign in fick Perfons, but may: 
fometimes happen to thofe in Health, without any 
great Difadvantage. 

‘The belt Sediment is that which in a moderate: 
Quantity fubfides to the Bottom of the Chamber- 
pot, is white, fmooth, equal, broad at Bottom, 
and acuminated towards the Top. ‘The beft En- 
eorema and Clouds are alfo thofe which are white, 
{mooth, and equal. ‘The Eneorema is lefs good 
than the Sediment, and both of thefe better than 
the Clouds. Thin Contents in the Urine denote 
Crudity and Beginning Difeafes. Thick Con- 
tents m the Urine denote a large Quantity of 
inconcocted Matter; thcugh this Sign alfo fre- 
guently accompanies the Crifis of long Difeafes. 
Red Contents in the Urine proceed from Bile and 
Heat. Copper-colour’d, livid, and efpecially black 
Contents in the Urine, indicate that the native 
Heat is opprefs’d. The farther laudable Contents. 
fubfide, though without touching the Bottom of 
the Chamber-pot, the better they are. Thofe 
Patients, in whofe Urine good Signs are foon dif- 
cern’d, have alfo their Difeafes foon terminated. 
All the inferior Contents are better than fuch as 
are faperior. The Urine, which in Fevers has a 
redifh Cloud on the fourth Day, terminates thefe 
Fevers on the feventh, provided the other Signs 
are laudable. A thin and bilious Urine, which is 
fometimes better and fometimes worfe, is the Sign 
of a long-protracted Diforder, and if it continues 
Jong in this Condition is not without great Danger. 
An Urine which in Colour, Subftance and Contents 
is preternaturally concoéted, is always to be fu- 
{pected in Difeafes, efpecially thofe of the acute 
Kind, If a good Sediment appears in the Urine, 
and if foon after no fuch Sign follows, it denotes 
Pains and Alterations. In erratic Fevers, black 
Clouds in the Urine prognofticate a Quartan. on 
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We now proceed to confider thofe Subftances 
which are mixed with the Urine. If there is Se- Semen “in 
men in the Urine, it is thin, light, and always the Urine. 
fwims above it. But Phlegm in the Urine is thick, Phigm tm 
tenacious and coherent.

the Humours ; though Filaments refembling white _ 
Hairs are frequently obferved in the Urine of 
Perfons labouring under Venereal Diforders, or 
the Fluor Albus. If {mall Caruncles begin to {wim U+ine with 
in a thick Urine, they indicate an Exulceration Caruncles.

is indicated, when, with a thick Urine, fome Sub- Uyine. 
ftances, not unlike Bran, are difcharg’d ; but when 
thefe Subftances appear in a thin Urine, they denote 
the colliquative Heat ofa Fever. The Difcharge 
of Sand with the Urine, denotes the Stone, either sandy Urine 
in the Kidneys or Bladder. If in a foetid Urine 
Pus or {mall Scales appear, the Bladder is exul- 
cerated ;. but if not, the Scales denote a violently Upine with 
hot Fever. But the Scales are fafer becaufe they Scales 
are fmaller than the furfuracious Subftances. If 
on the Surface of the Urine there appears a pingui- Pinguious 
ous Subftance, or fomething like a Spider’s Web, Urine. 
or Points like thofe produced by pouring Oil into 
it, we may conclude, that the Body is colliquated. 
by an highly ardent Fever, one of the he¢tic Kind, | 
or a Confumption. If thefe Subftances are dif- X aah 
charged copioufly,. and at fhort Intervals, whilft | 
there is an Heat in the Kidneys, we may conclude 
that there is a Colliquation of them. An oleous. 
Urine is of all others the worit before a Rigor, 
The Crown of the Urine is alfo to be carefully Crows or | 
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obferved ; for if this is of a better Colour than the 
reft of the Urine it prognofticates Recovery, but 
if worfe, Danger. A thin and white Crown de- 
notes a pituitous Habit of Body, a redifh Crown 
_.@ temperate Habit, a red and flame-coloured 
Crown a bilious ‘and extremely hot Habit, anda 
livid and black Crown a melancholic Habit; for 
which Reafon thefe two laft are peculiar to the 
Buobles, — Epilepfy and Melancholly. If there are many un- 
_ divided Bubbles in the Crown, they denote a Pain 
of the Head, and that the more, the deeper colour’d 
they are, fince white Bubbles, {catter’d through 
the Surface of the Urine, indicate nothing con- 
cerning the Head, but only denote Obftructions, 
Crudity, and the Weaknefs of the native Heat. 
Thofe who difcharge a thin Urine, without Sedi- 
ment, but with Bubbles, are generally affeGed 
with a long and violent Obftruction of the Kidneys. 
dn this Cafe it is a better Sign when thefe Bubbles 
begin to appear in a thick Urine. Large Bubbles, 
widely diffufed through the Crown of the Urine, 
indicate that previous Pains are abated. A De- 
fluxion is to be fufpeéted, if {mall Bubbles, like 
Grains, upon the Agitation of the Urine, firft fub- 
fide, and then rife to the Crown. It is to be ob- 
ferv’d in general, that Intemperature is denoted by 
the Colour of the Urine, by its thick and turbid 
State, the Peccancy of the Humours, by its Confit.

refages As for Sweats, thofe are beft, which, after the 
vos Sweat.

Thofe 
are alfo good which appear as it were in Drops, — 
and are foon evaporated, as alfo thofe which fucceed 
i .

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Purgings; and fuch as after the groffer Matter of a 
Difeafe is removed, evacuate the thiner Part which 


remains. But the Sweats contrary to thefe are 


bad, efpecially when they appear only on the 
. Head, Forehead and Neck: But thefe Sweats are 
of all others the worft, if at the fame Time they 
are cold, for then, in acute Fevers they are Prog- 
nofticks of Death, and in thofe of a milder Kind, 
of the long Duration of the Difeafe. Thofe Sweats 
are alfo thought bad, which are not continued, but 
interrupted, which are too profufe, and which do 
not alleviate the Difeafe, which in this Cafe will 


_ certainly be long protra&ted. Horrors happening 
after Sweats are dangerous. It is a bad Sign, when,. 
during a Syncope, or a great Lofs of Strength, the 


Forehead is cover’d with a {mall and vifcid Sweat, 
which, when the Pulfe fails, is a Prognoftic of fud- 
den Death. -Copious cold Sweats, which flow with- 
out Interruption, denote a violent Difeafe, where- 


as copious hot Sweats, which flow in the fame . 


Manner, indicate a milder Difordéer. When Sweats 
are about to break out, they generally begin to flow 
from the Head, and then gradually from the reft 
ofthe Members. For the moft part, the Sweats 
of the pofterior are more copious than thofe of the 
- anterior Parts of the Body, and thofe on the fupe- 
yior more profufe than thofe on the inferior Parts. 
Sleep has alfo a greater Tendency to promote 
_ Sweats than Watching.
